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Section  1.  The  Dioceses  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  viz.,  the  Diocese  of  Illi¬ 
nois,  the  Diocese  of  Quincy  and  the  Diocese  of  Springfield,  hereby  associate 
themselves  as  a  Province,  to  be  called  the  Province  of  Illinois,  and  establish 
a  Federate  Council,  as  permitted  by  Canon  8,  Title  III.,  of  the  General  Con¬ 
vention. 

Sec.  2.  Each  Diocese,  by  its  Convention,  shall  elect  and  appoint  ten 
deputies,  five  of  whom  shall  be  clergymen  and  five  laymen,  who,  together 
with  the  Bishops  in  the  Province,  shall  constitute  the  Council.  Thirteen 
members,  of  whom  two  shall  be  Bishops,  shall  constitute  a  quorum;  a  less 
number  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time. 

Sec.  3.  The  Federate  Council  shall  hold  its  first  meeting  in  Chicago,  on 
the  last  Tuesday  in  September,  and  afterward  once  at  least  in  each  year,  on 
such  day  and  at  such  place  as  the  Council  shall  determine,  by  a  standing 
resolution  or  by  adjournment. 

Sec.  4.  In  the  Council,  the  Bishops,  two  at  least  being  present,  may,  on 
their  own  motion,  vote  as  a  separate  body;  and  the  clergy  and  laity  may  also 
vote  by  orders,  upon  the  demand  of  any  three  members. 

Sec.  5.  The  presiding  officer  of.  the  Council  shall  be  a  Bishop,  to  be 
selected  by  the  Bishops  of  the  Province. 

Sec.  6.  The  Council  may  exercise  all  powers  not  in  conflict  with  the  Con¬ 
stitution  or  Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  or  with  the  Constitution  of 
either  of  the  Dioceses  of  the  Province. 

Sec.  7.  This  Constitution  shall  be  in  force  in  all  its  provisions  as  soon  as 
they  shall  be  adopted  and  confirmed  by  the  three  Dioceses.

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FIRST  MEETING  OF  THE  COUNCIL. 


Cathedral  of  SS.  Peter  and  Paul. 

Chicago,  III.,  June  29,  1880. 


The  deputies  of  the  Dioceses  of  Illinois,  Quincy,  and  Springfield, 
composing  the  Province  of  Illinois,  assembled  in  the  Cathedral  of 
SS.  Peter  and  Paul,  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  Diocese  of  Illinois,  on 
St.  Peter’s  Day,  June  29th,  A.  D.  1880,  at  half  past  ten  o’clock 
A.  M.  The  Bishop  of  Illinois  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  Bishop  of  Quincy. 

After  the  Celebration  the  deputies  were  assigned  seats,  the 
Bishops  of  Illinois,  Quincy,  and  Springfield  being  present.  The 
Bishop  of  Illinois  announced  that  the  Bishops,  in  accordance  with 
the  constitutional  requirement,  had  held  a  meeting  and  elected  by 
ballot  the  Bishop  of  Quincy  as  the  first  President  of  the  Council, 
and  thereupon  conducted  Bishop  Burrgess  to  the  chair. 

Upon  the  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Illinois,  Mr.  Henry  H. 
Candee,  of  the  Diocese  of  Springfield,  was  chosen  Secretary. 

The  credentials  of  the  deputies  were  referred  to  a  committee  of 
two,  consisting  of  the  Rev.  J.  D.  Easter,  D.  D.,  and  Mr.  Samuel 
Wilkinson,  who,  upon  an  examination,  reported  the  following 
deputies  as  entitled  to  seats,  viz.:

The  President  announced  a  quorum  present  and  the  Council 
opened  for  business,  and  called  upon  the  Secretary  to  read  the 
Constitution  as  adopted  by  the  respective  Dioceses. 

The  Secretary  read  as  follows  : 


THE  CONSTITUTION. 

"Section  1.  The  Dioceses  in  the  State  of  Illinois — to  wit ;  the  Diocese  of 
Illinois,  the  Diocese  of  Quincy,  and  the  Diocese  of  Springfield— hereby  asso¬ 
ciate  themselves  as  a  Province,  to  be  called  the  Province  of  Illinois,  and 
establish  a  Federate  Council,  as  permitted  by  Canon  8,  Title  III.,  of  the 
General  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  Each  Diocese,  by  its  Convention,  shall  elect  and  appoint  ten 
deputies,  five  of  whom  shall  be  Clergymen  and  five  Laymen,  who,  together 
with  the  Bishops  in  the  Province,  shall  constitute  the  Council.  Thirteen 
members,  of  whom  two  shall  be  Bishops,  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  A  less 
number  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time. 

Sec.  3.  The  Federate  Council  shall  hold  its  first  meeting  in  Chicago  on 
the  last  Tuesday  of  June,  and  afterwards  once,  at  least,  in  each  year,  on  such 
day  and  at  such  place  as  the  Council  shall  determine  by  a  standing  resolution 
or  by  adjournment. 

Sec.  4.  In  the  Council,  the  Bishops,  two  at  least  being  present,  may,  on 
their  own  motion,  vote  as  a  separate  body;  and  the  Clergy  and  Laity  may 
also  vote  by  orders  upon  the  demand  of  any  three  members. 

Sec.  5.  The  presiding  officer  of  the  Council  shall  be  a  Bishop,  to  be 
selected  by  the  Bishops  of  the  Province. 

Sec.  6.  The  Council  may  exercise  all  powers  not  in  conflict  with  the 
-Constitution  or  Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  or  with  the  Constitution 
of  either  of  the  Dioceses  of  the  Province. 

Sec.  7.  This  Constitution  shall  be  in  force  in  all  its  provisions  as  soon  as 
they  shall  be  adopted  and  confirmed  by  the  three  Dioceses. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Easter  called  for  the  reading  of  the  Canon  of  the 
General  Convention  authorizing  the  formation  of  a  Federate  Coun¬ 
cil  of  the  Dioceses  within  any  State. 

The  President  read  Canon  8,  Title  III.,  of  the  General  Con¬ 
vention. 

The  Bishop  of  Illinois  moved  that  a  committee  be  appointed,  to 
consist  of  three  clerical  and  three  lay  members  from  each  Diocese, 
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together  with  the  three  Bishops,  to  report  a  Declaration  of  Powers 
to  be  presented  to  the  General  Convention. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Easter  moved  to  amend  by  making  the  committee 
to  consist  of  one  clergyman  from  each  of  the  three  Dioceses,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  Bishops  thereof,  and  that  all  the  deputies  be  pres¬ 
ent  at  the  deliberations  of  the  committee. 

The  amendment  carried,  and  the  resolution  as  amended  passed  ; 
whereupon  the  President  appointed  as  such  committee,  the  follow¬ 
ing: 

For  the  Diocese  of  Illinois: — The  Rev.  T.  N.  Morrison,  D.  D.,  Mr.  S.  C. 
Judd. 

For  the  Diocese  of  Quincy: — The  Rev.  W.  B.  Corbyn,  D.  D.,  Mr.  E.  J. 
Parker. 

For  the  Diocese  of  Springfield: — The  Rev.  J.  D.  Easter,  D.  D.,  Mr.  L. 
Burrows. 

Upon  the  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Illinois,  a  recess  was  taken 
till  one  o’clock  p.  m. 

The  Council  having  reassembled.  Bishop  McLaren,  chairman  of 
the  committee  to  prepare  the  Declaration  of  Powers  to  be  presented 
to  the  General  Convention,  reported  the  following,  which,  after 
being  read  and  acted  upon,  section  by  section,  was  adopted  as  a 
whole,  viz.: 

The  Federate  Council  of  the  Dioceses  within  the  limits  of  the  State  of  Illi¬ 
nois,  namely,  of  Illinois,  Quincy,  and  Springfield,  assembled  in  the  Cathe¬ 
dral  of  SS.  Peter  and  Paul,  Chicago,  on  the  29th  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1880, 
respectfully  submit  to  the  General  Convention  the  following  powers  proposed 
to  be  exercised: 

Fikst — The  organizing  and  administering  an  Appellate  Court  for  adjudi¬ 
cating  cases  brought  before  it  by  appeal  from  the  Courts  of  the  Dioceses 
within  the  limits  of  the  State  of  Illinois;  the  mode  of  procedure  having  been 
first  instituted  by  the  several  Dioceses,  under  the  permission  already  granted 
by  Article  6  of  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Convention, 

Second — The  charge  and  care  of  such  Educational  and  Charitable  Insti¬ 
tutions  as  it  may  canonically  establish,  or  as  may  be  placed  under  its  juris¬ 
diction. 

Third — The  charge  and  conduct  of  matters  pertaining  to  the  extension  of 
the  Church  (such  as  the  work  of  Church  building,  and  the  assistance  of 
feeble  parishes  and  missions),  so  far  as  these  matters  may  be  entrusted  to  it. 

Fourth — The  acceptance  and  administration  of  all  funds  and  donations 
of  any  kind  which  may  be  given  or  entrusted  to  it. 

Fifth — Legislation  upon  subjects  of  common  interest  to  the  several  Dio¬ 
ceses  in  the  State  ,Cnot  in  conflict  with  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
General  Convention,  or  of  the  several  Dioceses  associated  with  the  Federate 
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Council;  the  passing  of  statutes  and  rules  for  the  government  of  the  Feder¬ 
ate  Council,  and  the  enacting  laws  for  the  due  exercise  of  its  powers. 

The  Federate  Council  further  respectfully  represents  that  it  is  already 
bound  by  the  action  of  the  several  Conventions,  not  to  exercise  any  of  the 
foregoing  powers  until  they  have  been  approved  by  the  three  Dioceses,  act¬ 
ing  separately;  nor  to  do  anything  in  conflict  with  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  General  Convention. 

The  President  and  Secretary  were  empowered  to  prepare  the 
proper  papers,  to  be  signed  by  the  three  Bishops  of  the  Province, 
and  by  the  Secretary,  to  be  laid  before  the  General  Convention. 

It  was  moved  that  a  committee,  consisting  of  one  clerical  and 
one  lay  deputy  from  each  Diocese  of  the  Province,  be  appointed  to 
present  the  proper  papers  to  the  General  Convention. 

The  President  appointed  as  such  committee,  the  following  per¬ 
sons: 

For  the,  Diocese  of  Illinois: — The  Bev.  E.  F.  Sweet,  Mr.  S.  C.  Judd. 

For  the  Diocese  of  Quincy: — The  Eev.  C.  W.  Leffingwell,  D.  D.,  Mr.

For  the  Diocese  of  Springfield: — The  Eev.  J.  D.  Easter,  D.  D.,  Mr. 
Henry  H.  Candee. 

Mr.  S.  C.  Judd  offered  the  following  resolutions,  which,  on  mo¬ 
tion,  were  adopted  unanimously: 

Resolved,  By  the  Federate  Council  of  the  Province  of  Illinois,  that  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Illinois  be  and  is  hereby  respectfully  re¬ 
quested  to  enact  into  law  the  bill  before  that  body  at  its  last  session  concern¬ 
ing  religious  corporations  and  the  tenure  of  Church  property,  or  some  similar 
measure. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee,  to  consist  of  two  laymen  from  each  Diocese 
of  this  Province,  be  appointed  by  the  President  to  urge,  on  behalf  of  this 
Council,  the  enactment  of  such  a  law  by  the  General  Assembly. 

The  President  announced  that  he  would  name  this  committee  at 
the  proper  time. 

On  motion,  it  was  resolved  that  when  this  Council  adjourn,  it  do 
so  to  meet  at  the  call  of  the  President. 

It  was  ordered  that  the  minutes  of  this  meeting  be  verified  by  the 
President  and  Secretary,  and  by  them  be  signed  and  placed  in  the 
custody  of  the  President. 

The  Council  adjourned,  after  prayer  and  benediction  by  the 
President.

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SECOND  MEETING  OF  THE  COUNCIL. 


Saint  Paul’s  Church, 
Springfield,  III.,  Monday,  Jan.  26,  1881. 

The  deputies  of  the  Federate  Council  met  in  St.  Paul’s  Church, 
Springfield,  Ill.,  at  9  o’clock.  The  Holy  Communion  having  been 
celebrated  at  half  past  seven.  Morning  Prayer  was  said,  and  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Alex.  Burgess,  S.  T.  D.,  President,  called  the  Council  to  order. 

The  Roll  of  deputies  was  called,  and  the  following  persons 
answered  to  their  names  :

The  Minutes  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Council  were  read  and 
approved. 

A  certificate  of  election  of  the  Rev.  F.  W.  Taylor,  to  fill  a  va¬ 
cancy  in  the  delegation  from  the  Diocese  of  Springfield,  was  pre¬ 
sented  and  referred  to  a  committee,  consisting  of  the  Rev.  F. 
Courtney  and  Mr.  Samuel  Wilkinson.  The  committee  reported 
favorably  and  Mr.  Taylor  was  admitted  as  a  member  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  S.  Corning  Judd,  on  behalf  of  the  committee  appointed  at 
the  first  meeting  of  the  Council,  to  present  a  Declaration  of  Powers 
to  the  General  Convention,  made  a  verbal  report  of  the  action  of 
the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  approving  all  the  powers 
proposed. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Illinois,  on  behalf  of  the  same  com¬ 
mittee,  reported  that  the  House  of  Bishops  had  concurred  in  the 
approval  of  all  the  powers  except  the  first,  relating  to  an  Appellate 
Court. 
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The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Springfield  offered  the  following 
resolution,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  the  Bishops  of  the  three  Dioceses  and  one 
clerical  and  one  lay  deputy  of  each  Diocese  be  appointed  to  consider  and 
report  to  the  Council,  as  soon  as  convenient,  a  detailed  plan  for  the  practical 
exercise  of  the  powers  which  it  possesses,  and  that  any  deputies  who  have 
suggestions  to  make  are  cordially  requested  to  submit  them,  and  that  all  the 
deputies  to  the  Council  who  may  wish  to  do  so,  are  invited  to  be  present  at 
the  deliberations  of  this  committee. 

On  motion,  of  Mr.  S.  Corning  Judd,  the  following  was  added  to 
the  above  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  this  Council  now  proceed  to  frame  a  proposed  Canon  pro¬ 
viding  for  an  Appellate  Court  for  the  Province  of  Illinois,  which  proposed 
Canon  shall  be  submitted  to  the  respective  Conventions  of  the  Dioceses 
composing  the  Province,  with  a  request  for  the  adoption  thereof  by  the  same. 

The  President  appointed  as  such  committee  the  Bishops  of  Illi¬ 
nois,  Quincy,  and  Springfield,  the  Rev.  Drs.  Morrison  and  Cor- 
byn,  Rev.  F.  B.  Taylor,  and  Messrs.  Judd,  Parker,  and  Ollis. 

Visiting  clergy  present  were  invited  to  seats  in  the  Council,  viz.: 

Rev.  John  H.  Hopkins,  D.  D.,  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  Pennsylvania; 
Rev.  G.  Waldo,  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York;  Rev.  W.  C.  Hopkins, 
and  Rev.  F.  M.  Clendenin,  Deacon,  of  the  Diocese  of  Springfield. 

The  Council  took  a  recess. 

The  President  having  resumed  the  chair,  the  committee  to  whom 
was  referred  the  resolutions  relative  to  the  framing  of  an  Appellate 
Court,  reported  as  follows  ; 

Whekeas,  Both  Houses  of  General  Convention,  in  1871,  adopted  the  fol¬ 
lowing: 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Convention  doth  hereby  approve  such  of  the 
powers  proposed  to  be  exercised  by  the  Federate  Council  of  the  State  of 
New  York,  as  are  set  forth  in  the  §§  I.  and  II.  of  Article  1,  and  in  Article  2 
of  the  Declamtion  of  Powers  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  General  Con¬ 
vention;  but  doth  decline  to  approve  §  III.  of  Article  1  of  the  said  Declara¬ 
tion  of  Powers,  for  the  reason  that  Article  6  of  the  Constitution  confers  upon 
each  Diocese  in  said  State  the  power  to  institute  the  mode  of  trying  Pres¬ 
byters  and  Deacons  therein,  including  a  Court  of  Appeals,  if  such  Diocese 
elects  to  institute  such  tribunal  for  itself;  and  whether  such  Appellate  Court 
shall  also  be  the  Appellate  Court  of  any  other  of  the  Dioceses  in  said  State, 
is  a  matter  of  discretion  and  concurrent  choice  on  the  part  of  the  Conven¬ 
tions  of  such  other  Dioceses  respectively.  And, 

Whekeas,  It  must  be  presumed  that  the  action  of  the  House  of  Bishops 
in  1880,  in  declining  to  approve  the  powers  in  respect  to  the  establishment 
of  an  Appellate  Court  by  the  Province  of  Illinois,  proposed  by  the  same,  was 
in  harmony  with,  and  controlled  by,  the  said  action  of  both  of  said  Houses 
in  1871;  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  draft  of  a  Canon  be,  and  is  hereby,  sug¬ 
gested  for  the  action  of  the  Diocesan  Conventions  of  the  Province,  with  the 
request  that  they  adopt  the  same. 
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PEOPOSED  CANON. 

§  1.  The  Appellate  Court  of  the  Province  of  Illinois  shall  be  constituted 
as  follows: 

The  Bishops  of  the  Province  shall  be  the  Judges. 

Each  Diocesan  Convention  shall,  by  ballot,  elect  one  clerical  and  one  lay 
Assessor;  and  each  Bishop  may,  if  he  please,  appoint  one  additional  clerical 
or  lay  Assesssor,  or  both. 

The  Presiding  Judge  of  the  Court  shall  be  the  Bishop  selected  to  preside 
in  the  Federate  Council.  If  for  any  reason  he  be  not  present,  the  Bishop 
present  who  is  senior  by  consecration  shall  preside;  provided  that  in  no  case 
shall  the  Presiding  Judge  of  the  Appellate  Court  be  the  Bishop  from  whose 
decision  the  appeal  is  made.  A  majority  of  the  Bishops,  and  of  the  Assess¬ 
ors  appointed  by  the  Dioceses,  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi¬ 
ness.  The  Court  shall  appoint  a  Clerk,  who  shall  keep  a  correct  record  of 
the  proceedings. 

§  2.  All  interlocutory  questions  shall  be  decided  by  the  Assessors,  or  a 
majority  of  them.  The  final  decision  touching  the  admission  or  rejection  of 
the  appeal,  or  the  granting  a  new  trial,  shall  be  given  by  the  Bishops  alone, 
and  with  the  grounds  of  their  decision  in  writing,  seriatim. 

§  3.  Any  person  who  has  been  found  guilty  of  an  offence  by  the  Ecclesi¬ 
astical  Court  of  the  Diocese  to  which  he  may  belong,  may  appeal  from  the 
decision  to  the  Appellate  Court,  by  filing  with  the  Presiding  officers  of  the 
Court,  his  appeal  in  writing,  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  such  decision, 
which  being  done,  such  decision  shall  remain  inoperative  until  after  the 
action  of  the  Appellate  Court  thereupon.  Such  appeal  shall  set  out  the 
decision,  and  specify  that  the  party  appeals  from  the  same,  or  from  some 
part  thereof,  and  what  part.  The  Presiding  Officer  of  the  Court  may  extend 
the  time  for  taking  such  appeal,  by  a  certificate  in  writing,  but  not  to  exceed 
ten  additional  days. 

§  4.  Upon  such  appeal  being  filed  with  the  Presiding  Officer  of  the  Court, 
he  shall  certify  the  appeal,  together  with  all  the  papers  in  the  case,  to  the 
Appellate  Court,  appointing,  at  the  same  time,  the  time  and  place  for  the 
meeting  of  the  Court,  to  hear  such  appeal,  and  shall  give  notice  thereof  in 
writing,  to  the  several  members  and  Assessors  of  the  Court,  and  also  to  the 
appellant  and  one  of  the  Presenters,  or  to  one  of  the  advocates  or  proctors 
who  appeared  for  them  respectively  in  the  Court  below.  And  he  shall  also 
have  power,  at  any  time  before  the  convening  of  the  Court,  to  change  such 
time  and  place,  causing  reasonable  notice  of  such  change  to  be  given  to  all 
concerned,  as  aforesaid. 

After  convening,  the  Court  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day  or  from  time  to 
time.  Less  than  a  quorum  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day.  Advocates  or 
proctors,  possessing  the  canonical  qualifications,  shall  be  allowed  on  either 
side,  in  the  Appellate  Court. 

§  5.  In  case  of  a  default  by  the  appellant,  the  verdict  and  decision  shall 
be  affirmed. 

§  6.  The  decision  of  the  Court  shall  be  endorsed  upon  or  annexed  to  the 
appeal;  and  the  same,  together  with  all  the  papers  made  use  of  upon  the 
hearing,  shali  be  transmitted  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  from  which  the 
appeal  comes.  If  the  decision  shall  award  a  new  trial,  in  whole  or  part,  the 
Bishop  shall  take  measures  for  such  trial  in  accordance  with  the  Canons  of 
the  Diocese  concerned.  In  all  other  cases,  the  Bishop  shall  proceed  to  final 
decision  and  judgment,  not  exceeding  in  severity  the  finding  of  the  original 
Court. 

§  7.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  from  which  the  appeal  comes,  after  pro¬ 
nouncing  the  final  decision  and  sentence  in  the  case,  shall  transmit  all  the 
papers,  with  a  minute  of  such  decision  and  sentence,  to  the  Standing  Com¬ 
mittee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  record  an  abstract  of  the  proceedings,  and 
the  final  sentence  at  length,  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose. 
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A  vote  by  orders  being  called  for,  the  report  was  adopted  by  the 
following  vote :

The  following  report  was  made  by  the  committee  upon  the  Pow- 
ers  granted  by  the  General  Convention  : 

EEPOBT  ON  POWERS  SECOND  TO  FIFTH. 

Power  Second. — The  Committee  recommends  to  the  Council  that  it  re¬ 
quest  the  Bishops  to  confer  as  to  whether  it  is  practical  to  establish  any  edu¬ 
cational  and  charitable  institutions  to  be  under  the  care  of  the  Province  and 
to  report  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council.  And  further  suggests,  whether 
it  is  practicable  to  place  St.  Mary’s  School,  Knoxville,  under  the  care  of  the 
Province;  in  which  connection  the  Committee  begs  leave  to  report  the  fol¬ 
lowing  communication  from  the  Trustees  of  St.  Mary’s  School,  and  recom¬ 
mends  favorable  action  thereupon. 

[The  communication  was  read  and  ordered  to  be  spread  upon  the  records.] 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  several  dioceses  of  the  Province, 
that  they  consent  to  the  consolidation  of  their  beneficent  work  on  behalf  of 
the  aged  and  infirm  clergy,  and  that  the  offertory  for  that  purpose  be  taken 
upon  the  first  Sunday  in  Advent. 

Power  Third. — The  Committee  presents  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  in  no  part  of  the  Church,  east  or  west  of  the  Mississippi, 
can  a  larger  number  of  souls  be  reached,  and  a  more  hopeful  missionary 
work  be  done,  by  the  outlay  of  the  Church’s  money  in  the  aid  of  church - 
building,  than  within  the  boundaries  of  this  great  State,  with  its  3,150,000 
souls. 

Resolved,  That  this  Council  invites  contributions  from  the  Church  at  large 
to  enable  it  to  render  such  assistance  to  points  in  its  territory,  when  such  aid 
will  insure  the  erection  of  churches. 

Power  Fourth. — The  Committee  reports  that  it  is,  at  present,  not  neces¬ 
sary  to  take  any  action  under  this  head. 

Power  Fifth. — First,  The  Committee  reports  that  action  has  already  been 
taken  by  the  Council  under  this  power  to  secure  legislation  upon  the  subject 
of  the  tenure  of  Church  property.  Second, 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  consisting  of  the  Bishops,  with  one  presby¬ 
ter  and  one  layman  from  each  diocese,  be  appointed  to  draught  statutes 
and  rules  for  the  government  of  this  Council;  said  committee  to  report  at 
the  next  session  of  the  Council. 
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The  following  committee  was  appointed  under  the  above  resolu¬ 
tions  : 

The  Bishops  of  the  Province,  Drs.  Morrison  and  Leffingwell,  and  Eev. 
Mr.  Dresser,  and  Messrs.  Cushman,  Williamson,  and  Johnston. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Courtney,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  consider,  and  report  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Council,  whether  it  is  practicable  to  place  St.  Mary’s 
School,  Knoxville,  under  the  care  of  the  Province,  and  if  expedient,  what 
steps  should  be  taken. 

The  following  committee  was  appointed : 

The  three  Bishops,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Leffingwell,  Rector  of  the  School,  Rev. 
Dr.  Courtney,  and  Mr.  Judd. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Taylor  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  heartily  endorses  the  present  effort  of  the 
Rector  and  Trustees  of  the  School,  to  raise  the  necessary  funds  to  complete 
the  present  building,  and  recommends  the  co-operation  of  all  Churchmen 
within  the  Province  of  Illinois,  and  throughout  the  Church  at  large. 

On  motion,  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Courtney,  the  following  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Conventions  of  the  Dioceses  of  Illinois,  Quincy,  and 
Springfield,  be  requested  to  authorize  the  Federate  Council  to  constitute 
itself  the  Church  Building  Society  for  the  Province  of  Illinois. 

The  President  of  the  Council,  the  Bishop  of  Quincy,  being 
called  home  by  the  illness  of  his  daughter,  the  Bishop  of  Illinois 
took  the  chair. 

On  motion  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Springfield,  Mr.  E.  J. 
Parker  was  elected  Treasurer  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Parker  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Illinois,  the  Secretary  and  the 
Treasurer,  are  hereby  appointed  a  committee  and  instructed  to  print  all 
action  of  the  Federate  Council  of  the  Province  of  Illinois,  together  with  such 
other  matter,  illustrating  its  history,  as  they  may  deem  advisable,  and  the 
Treasurer  is  instructed  to  pay  for  the  cost  of  the  same. 

On  motion  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Springfield,  it  was  re¬ 
solved  to  hold  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council  in  the  Cathedral  of 
St.  John,  Quincy,  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  October. 

Rev.  Dr.  Easter  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Council  adopts  the  Laymen’s  Relief  Society,  as  now 
constituted  by  the  several  dioceses  of  the  Province  of  Illinois,  as  one  of  its 
agencies  for  promoting  its  eleemosynary  work,  as  provided  in  section  second 
of  the  specification  of  powers. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dresser,  the  following  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  officers  of  the  Laymen’s  Clerical 
Relief  Society  to  appoint  a  laymen  in  each  Parish  and  Mission  to  be  its  agent 
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or  local  secretary  therein,  and  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  solicit  subscriptions, 
and,  in  general,  to  represent  the  interests  of  said  society  in  such  Parish  or 
Mission. 

On  motion  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Springfield,  it  was  re¬ 
solved  that  the  Bishops  of  the  Council  be  requested  to  present  the 
proceedings  of  this  meeting  to  their  several  Conventions. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Easter  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Council  be  extended  to  the  ladies  of  St. 
Paul’s  Parish  for  their  liberal  and  courteous  hospitality  to  the  members  of 
the  Council. 

The  Minutes  were  referred  to  the  President  and  Secretary,  and 
after  Prayer  and.  Benediction  by  the  Bishop  of  Illinois,  the  Coun¬ 
cil  adjourned.

The  Federate  Council  of  the  Province  of  Illinois  assembled  in 
the  Cathedral  at  Quincy,  at  ten  o’clock  a.  m.  The  Litany  was  said, 
after  which  the  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  and  administered 
by  the  Bishop  of  Quincy,  assisted  by  the  Bishop  of  Springfield. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Alexander  Burgess,  S.  T.  D.,  President  of  the 
Council,  took  the  chair,  and  the  Secretary  called  the  names  of  the 
Bishops  and  Deputies,  entitled  to  seats,  and  the  following  were 
present :

The  reading  of  the  Constitution  was  called  for,  and  was  read  by 
the  Secretary. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read,  and  by  vote  made* 
the  record  of  that  meeting. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Springfield,  half  past  two  p.  m.  was 
made  the  hour  of  recess. 

A  motion,  to  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Secretary,  prevailed, 
and  Mr.  H.  H.  Candee  was  chosen. 

The  Committee  on  Printing  was  appointed  as  follows  : 

The  Bishop  of  Illinois,  the  Rev.  C.  W.  Leffingwell,  D.  D.,  the  Treasurer 
(Mr.  E.  J.  Parker).,  and  the  Secretary  (Mr.  H.  H.  Candee). 
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On  motion  of  Dr.  Easter  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved y  That  the  committee  on  printing  be  empowered  to  print  such 
number,  not  less  than  1,500,  copies  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Council,  as, 
in  their  judgment,  may  seem  best,  and  that  the  Treasurer  be  instructed  to 
pay  tlie  expense  of  such  printing. 

It  was  also  ordered,  that,  in  addition  to  the  recorded  minutes, 
such  other  matter  be  printed  therewith,  as  the  Bishops  of  the  Pro¬ 
vince  may  authorize. 

The  hour  of  half  past  two  was  announced,  and  the  Council  took 
a  recess. 

The  President,  upon  resuming  the  chair,  after  the  recess,  an¬ 
nounced  that  the  Bishops  had  held  a  meeting,  and  had  elected  the 
Rt.  Rev.  Alexander  Burgess,  S.  T.  D.,  as  the  President  of  the 
Council,  for  the  term  of  three  years,  from  the  close  of  the  next  an¬ 
nual  session  of  the  Council,  unless  the  statutes  and  rules  to  be  here¬ 
after  adopted  should  provide  otherwise. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Illinois,  the  Secretary  was  instructed 
to  enter  upon  the  minutes  of  this  Council  the  certificates  of  the 
Bishops,  showing  the  action  of  their  respective  Dioceses  in  regard 
to  the  powers  to  be  exercised  by  the  Council,  which  were  approved 
by  the  General  Convention,  and  the  Canon  submitted,  ‘‘  Of  the 
Appellate  Court.” 

The  certificate  furnished  by  the  Bishop  of  Illinois  is  as  follows  : 

Cathedkal,  Chicago,  Oct.  4, 1881. 

I  hereby  certify  to  the  Federate  Council  of  the  Province  of  Illinois,  that 
the  Diocesan  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Illinois  did  at  its  sessions  on  the 
31st  of  May  and  1st  of  June,  1881,  give  its  assent  to  the  powers  proposed  to 
be  exercised  by  the  Federate  Council  of  the  Dioceses  within  the  limits  of  the 
State  of  Illinois,  which  were  approved  by  the  General  Convention  of  1880, 
and  that  it  did  also  decline  to  adopt  the  proposed  Canon  for  the  creation  of 
an  Appellate  Court  in  connection  with  such  Federate  Council.

The  certificate  furnished  by  the  Bishop  of  Quincy  is  as  follows  : 

Diocese  of  Quincy, 

Cathedral  of  St.  John, 

Fourth  Annual  Convention,  May  17th,  A.  D.  1881. 

In  open  session  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Quincy,  at  the  date 
above  written,  the  Bishop  laid  before  the  Convention  a  copy  of  the  powers 
proposed  to  be  exercised  by  the  Federate  Council  of  Illinois,  to  which  the 
General  Convention  had  given  its  approval,  as  follows: 
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First,  The  charge  and  care  of  such  educational  and  charitable  institutions 
as  it  may  canonically  establish,  or  as  may  be  placed  under  its  jurisdiction. 

Second,  The  charge  and  conduct  of  matters  pertaining  to  the  extension  of 
the  Church  (such  as  the  work  of  Church-building,  and  the  assistance  of  fee¬ 
ble  Parishes  and  Missions),  so  far  as  these  matters  may  be  entrusted  to  it. 

Third,  The  acceptance  and  administration  of  all  funds  and  donations  of 
any  kind  which  may  be  given  or  entrusted  to  it. 

Fourth,  And  the  said  Federate  Council  shall  have  full  power  to  enact  all 
regulations  necessary  to  its  organization  and  continuance,  and  to  the  ends 
contemplated  in  the  foregoing  Declaration,  not  inconsistent  with  or  repug¬ 
nant  to,  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention  of  this 
Church,  or  of  any  one  of  the  Dioceses  concerned,  or  to  the  Law  of  the  Ru¬ 
bric  as  contained  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  and  Offices  of  this  Church. 

The  Convention,  by  a  canonical  majority  of  the  clergy  and  the  laity,  gave 
its  assent  to  the  acquisition  of  these  powers  by  “the  Federate  Council  of  the 
Dioceses  within  the  State  of  Illinois.” 

The  Convention,  by  a  similar  vote,  adopted  the  Canon,  “Of  an  Appellate 
Court,”  in  form  and  mode  as  recommended  by  the  Council  at  its  meeting  in 
Springfield.

for  the  exercise  of  the  powers  approved  by  the  General  Convention,  held  in 
the  city  of  New  York  in  October,  A.  D.  1880,  and  a)so  adopts  and  enacts  the 
following  draft  of  a  Canon  recommended  to  this  Convention  by  the  said 
Federate  Council,  and  that  such  action  be  officially  communicated  to  the 
Dioceses  of  Illinois  and  Quincy. 

(For  the  draft  of  proposed  Canon  see  p.  9.) 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Judd,  the  Committee  on  Statutes  and  Rules  was 
continued,  with  instructions  to  report  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Council. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Springfield,  it  was  ordered  that  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Federate  Council  be  held  in  the  Cathedral  of 
SS.  Peter  and  Paul,  Chicago,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  November 
next,  but  the  Bishops  may  call  a  special  session,  if  in  their  judg¬ 
ment  a  meeting  is  needed  before. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Judd,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  :

Resolved,  That  each  Diocese  be  recommended  to  insert  the  word  “annu- 
ally’'  before  the  word  “elect"  in  Section  2  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Pro¬ 
vince,  and  that  the  Secretary  furnish  the  Dioceses  a  copy  of  the  resolution. 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  last  Council,  consisting  of  the 
Bishops  of  the  Province,  the  Rev.  Drs.  Courtney  and  Leffingwell, 
and  Mr.  S.  Corning  Judd,  reported  the  following  preamble  and 
resolutions,  which  were  unanimously  adopted  : 

Wheeeas,  The  institution  known  as  St.  Mary’s  School,  located  in  Knox¬ 
ville,  III.,  was  established  and  for  nearly  ten  years  has  been  conducted  as  a 
School  of  the  undivided  Diocese,  its  patronage  and  influence  extending  over 
the  whole  State;  and 

Whereas,  The  property  of  said  institution,  as  represented  by  the  stock, 
is  held  in  nearly  equal  proportion  by  the  Bishops  of  the  Province,  in  trust 
for  their  respective  Dioceses;  and 

Whereas,  The  Trustees  and  Officers  of  the  School,  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  in  which  the  School  is  located  concurring;,  have  expressed  the  desire 
that  St.  Mary’s  School  be  recognized  by  the  Federate  Council  of  Illinois  as 
a  general  School  of  the  Province  for  the  education  of  girls;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Federate  Council  of  Illinois  does  hereby  recognize 
and  constitute  St.  Mary’s  School,  Knoxville,  as  a  general  Church  School  of 
the  Province  for  the  education  of  girls,  and  pledges  its  influence  and  aid  in 
sustaining  it. 

Resolved,  That  the  efforts  now  begun  for  building  a  Chapel  for  this  School 
are  heartily  endorsed,  and  this  object  is  earnestly  commended  to  the  breth¬ 
ren  of  the  several  Dioceses  for  their  contributions. 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishops  of  the  Province  of  Illinois  be  authorized,  by 
and  on  behalf  of  this  Federate  Council,  to  nominate  Trustees  of  St.  Mary’s 
School  under  the  new  arrangement  for  its  organization. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  notify  the  Dioceses  of  the  Pro¬ 
vince  of  the  action  of  this  Council  at  its  last  meeting,  relative  to 
the  aged  and  infirm  Clergy  Fund,  and  the  Church  Building  Com¬ 
mittee. 

The  thanks  of  the  Council  were  gratefully  expressed  for  the  gen¬ 
erous  hospitality  extended  its  Deputies  by  the  citizens  of  Quincy. 

The  minutes  were  referred  to  the  President  and  Secretary  for 
verification. 

A  recess  was  taken  to  half  past  seven  o’clock. 

The  Deputies  reassembled  at  half  past  seven,  and,  after  Evening 
Prayer  and  a  sermon  from  the  Rev.  Dr.  Courtney,  the  Council  ad¬ 
journed  without  day.

The  Canon  enacted  by  the  General  Convention  in  1868,  on  the  subject  of 
Federate  Councils  (Title  III.,  Canon  8,)  is  as  follows: 

It  is  hereby  declared  lawful  for  the  Dioceses  now  existing,  or  hereafter  to 
exist,  within  the  limits  of  any  State  or  Commonwealth,  to  establish  for  them¬ 
selves  a  Federate  Convention,  or  Council,  representing  such  Dioceses,  which 
may  deliberate  and  decide  upon  the  common  interests  of  the  Church  within 
the  limits  aforesaid;  but  before  any  determinate  action  of  such  Convention 
or  Council,  shall  be  had,  the  powers  proposed  to  be  exercised  thereby  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  General  Convention  for  its  approval. 

Nothing  in  this  Canon  shall  be  construed  as  forbidding  any  Federate 
Council  from  taking  such  action  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  secure  such 
legislative  enactment  as  the  common  interests  of  the  Church  in  the  State  may 
require. 

At  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Illinois,  in  September,  1877, 
the  subject  of  the  division  of  the  Diocese  having  been  introduced,  Bishop 
McLaren  presented  the  idea  of  federation,  under  the  caption  of  “Division  not 
necessarily  Separation,”  the  following  being  a  portion  of  his  address: 

Division  suggests  separation — isolation — independence.  As  a  matter  of 
sentiment  and  association,  this  is  unpalatable.  Viewed  in  the  light  of  th© 
interests  of  the  Church,  it  is  at  once  opposed  to  primitive  precedent,  sound 
policy  and  future  prosperity.  Those  who  are  thoroughly  dominated  by  be¬ 
lief  in  One  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church,  are  conscious  of  an  instinctive 
aversion  to  anything;  that  seems  to  tend  away  from  unity. 

It  is  not  my  purpose  to  occupy  your  time  in  any  statement  of  the  principle 
of  federation  as  illustrated  in  the  polity  of  the  Church  of  the  second  century. 
But  a  cursory  review  of  the  growth  of  the  idea  of  unity  in  the  history  of  our 
Church  in  this  country  may  be  of  some  profit. 

The  scattered  and  disassociated  “Church  of  England  people”  in  America, 
in  the  eighteenth  century,  plead  long  and  earnestly  for  the  Episcopate,  just 
because  they  realized  what  fatal  results  would  follow  a  continuance  of  their 
abnormal  condition.  In  one  of  his  zealous  but  ineffectual  appeals,  the  Rev. 
John  Talbot  (about  A.  D.  1714)  wrote:  “Tne  house  at  Burlington,  bought  in 
the  name  of  the  Venerable  Society  for  his  [a  Bishop’s]  habitation,  is  com¬ 
pletely  repaired  for  his  reception,  according  to  their  order;  we  must  pray  for 
such  a  person,  and  the  affairs  of  the  Church  languish  for  want  of  him,  and 
if,  notwithstanding  all  this,  we  are  not  so  happy  as  to  have  one  sent  to  ns.  we 
are  likely  to  run  into  independency  and  confusion.”  *  It  was  not  until  1784 
that  Bishop  Seabury  was  consecrated,  and  iq  1787,  Bishops  White  and  Pro- 
voost.  Immediately  the  diocesan  units  came  together  under  force  of  cohe¬ 
sion,  and  organized  the  General  Convention,  or,  as  it  might  have  been  quite 
accurately  termed,  the  Provincial  Council  of  the  Church  in  America.  It  was 
a  confederation  of  the  ecclesiastical  jurisdictions  whose  metes  and  bounds 
conformed  to  the  lines  of  States,  under  the  government  of  the  College  of 
Bishops,  presided  over  by  one  of  their  number,  primus  inter  pares,  viz:  the

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senior  member;  and  to  this  was  added  a  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies, 
representing  each  diocese,  and  endowed  with  certain  powers  of  concurrent 
action. 

That  the  wise  and  venerated  men  who  laid  the  foundations  of  this  national 
organization  saw  with  almost  prophetic  vision  the  prospective  necessity  of 
other  economic  arrangements,  is  well  known.  Bishop  White  wrote  as  fol¬ 
lows*  “The  time  will  probably  come,  but  it  is  not  likely  to  be  soon,  when  a 
representation  to  each  house  will  be  constituted  by  deputation  from  sundry 
districts  into  which  the  very  extensive  country  occupied  by  us  will  become 
ecclesiastically  divided.  This  may  dictate  another  profitable  arrangement — 
that  of  an  ecclesiastical  assembly  in  each  district  in  each  of  the  years  inter¬ 
vening  between  every  two  General  Conventions.  ”  * 

The  question  of  a  division  of  Dioceses  too  large  to  be  administered  by  a 
single  Bishop  at  length  arose,  and  with  it  the  presentiment  of  va^t  growth  in 
the  future.  The  Church  became  more  thoroughly  impressed  with  her  sub¬ 
lime  mission,  and  the  missionary  era  dawned.  Far-seeing  men  began  to  per¬ 
ceive  more  clearly  the  necessity  of  re-adjustment.  Every  sentiment  of  unity 
growing  out  of  the  associations  of  years  revolted  at  the  idea  of  dividing  one 
State  into  several  independent  sovereignties,  owning  slight  relations  to  each 
other,  liable  to  be  still  more  widely  separated  as  divergent  policies  or  views 
might  sunder  them,  and  having  only  such  legal  community  as  is  alforded  by 
a  triennial  council.  There  was  no  purpose  to  depreciate  that  tribunal,  but 
rather  to  exalt  its  dignity  by  elevating  its  powers  to  a  higher  level,  so  that  it 
might  represent  an  assemblage  of  Provinces  rather  than  of  Dioceses. 

The  journals  of  the  General  Convention,  from  1850  to  1861,  bear  testimony 
to  the  zeal  with  which  the  distinguished  Bishop  De  Lancey  and  others  advo¬ 
cated  a  re-arrangement. 

In  1861,  a  committee  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  New  York  reported 
against  a  further  division  until  the  Provincial  System  had  been  definitely 
settled.  In  I860,  the  Diocese  of  New  York  formally  requested  the  General 
Convention  to  divide  the  Church  into  provinces,  and  the  final  response  to 
that  petition  is  seen  in  the  present  canon  authorizing  the  formation  of  a  fed¬ 
erate  convention  or  council  of  the  Dioceses  within  any  State  on  certain  condi¬ 
tions.  Acting  under  this  canon,  the  five  Dioceses  in  council  assembled  made 
a  Declaration  of  Powers  and  asked  the  approval  of  the  General  Convention.! 
The  action  of  the  House  of  Deputies  was  embarrassed,  however,  by  uncer¬ 
tainty  as  to  its  own  powers  in  the  matter  of  providing  courts  of  appeal,  and 
did  substantially  nothing.  An  understanding  seemed  to  prevail,  neverthe¬ 
less,  that  if  the  confederated  Dioceses  of  New  York  chose  to  create  for  them¬ 
selves  an  appellate  court  they  would  do  what  they,  at  least,  had  a  perfect 
right  to  do.  Certainly,  under  the  Constitution  a  Diocese  has  a  right  to  locate 
the  jurisdiction,  as  Illinois  has  done  in  making  the  Bishop  and  the  Rural 
Deans  its  appellate  court. 

It  is  evident,  I  think,  that  the  •  General  Convention,  in  all  its  legislative 
action,  has  been  disposed  to  favor  the  idea  of  a  federation  of  Dioceses  within 
a  single  State,  and  has  done  what  best  it  could  to  enable  New  York  to  experi¬ 
ment  if  haply  it  might  exemplify  the  Province.  If  the  results  have  not  been 
what  the  more  sanguine  anticipated,  they  have  certainly  furnished  sufficient 
reason  to  expect  other  efforts  and  better  results. 

Other  Dioceses  than  those  of  New  Y^ork  have  made  tentative  efforts  toward 
the  maintenance  of  unity  while  proceeding  to  division.  In  1872,  the  Bishop 
of  New  Jersey  proposed  a  definite  scheme  “to  preserve  the  unity  of  the

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ecclesiastical  associations  and  other  precious  interests  of  the  Church  within 
the  State  of  New  Jersey.”  The  salient  features  of  this  plan  were  as  follows: 

1.  All  Dioceses  of  New  Jersey,  while  maintaining  Diocesan  autonomy,  to 
constitute  one  body,  to  be  known  as  the  Province  of  New  Jersey.  2.  The 
then  existing  Convention  to  be  the  Synod  of  the  Province,  all  the  Bishops 
being  members  and  voting  as  a  separate  Order  when  such  vote  should  be 
called  for.  3.  The  Synod  to  retain  its  sole  power  of  making  and  altering  the 
constitution  and  canons,  the  violation  of  which  might  involve  liability  to  pre¬ 
sentment.  4.  The  Bishops  and  such  clerical  and  lay  Assessors  as  the  Synod 
might  provide  to  be  a  Court  of  Appeals.  5.  Missions  and  eleemosynary 
funds  to  be  under  the  management  of  the  Synod. 

In  the  following  year,  a  committee  reported  strongly  in  favor  of  the  general 
principles  involved  in  the  idea  of  diocesan  federation. 

The  Bishop  of  Minnesota,  in  his  address  of  1874,  outlined  a  similar  scheme, 
and  the  convention  approved  of  the  plan. 

Our  own  Diocese,  as  long  ago  as  1867,  seems  to  have  had  its  attention 
drawn  to  this  matter,  and  expressed  its  views  in  the  following  resolution, 
which  will  be  found  on  page  54  of  the  journal  of  that  year:  Resolved,  That 
the  Diocesan  Convention  of  Illinois  declares  itself  to  be  in  favor  of  an  early 
adoption  in  this  country  of  a  provincial  system  adapted  to  the  condition  and 
wants  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States;  and  the  General  Convention  is  re¬ 
quested,  at  its  next  session,  to  provide  the  necessary  legislation  to  accom¬ 
plish  this  end.” 

In  the  same  year,  a  Committee  was  appointed  by  the  Convention  of  Mary¬ 
land,  of  which  the  lamented  Dr.  Mahan  was  Chairman.  At  the  conclusion  of 
their  report,  the  Committee  expressed  their  unanimous  opinion  that  the  mul¬ 
tiplication  of  Dioceses  by  the  process  of  division  will  require  a  like  multipli¬ 
cation  of  provinces  by  a  similar  process;  that  in  carrying  out  this  principle 
there  should  be  entire  concert  of  action  throughout  the  Church;  and  that  the 
integrity  of  our  present  system  and  the  supreme  authority  of  the  General 
Convention  should  be  maintained.  The  report  also  mentions  the  fact  that 
the  Dioceses  of  our  Southern  States,  at  a  critical  period  in  their  history  some 
years  since,  adopted  this  system  almost  by  acclamation. 

I  have  thus  endeavored,  in  a  brief  and  cursory  way,  omitting  some  facts  of 
similar  purport,  to  show  the  progress  of  the  provincial  idea.  Perhaps  some 
will  learn  for  the  first  time  that  the  most  statesmanlike  minds  in  the  Church 
have  turned  toward  the  idea  of  confederation  within  the  more  restricted 
boundaries  of  States  as  the  solution  of  many  problems  of  ecclesiastical  ad¬ 
ministration.  In  the  presence  of  possible  division  in  Illinois,  I  have  felt  it 
to  be  my  duty  to  bring  tdis  subject  before  you  and  urge  it  upon  your  most 
serious  consideration.  It  is  hedged  in  by  difficulties  of  confessed  magnitude. 
It  meets  the  antagonism  of  prejudices  that  do  not  stand  appalled  at  the  cir¬ 
cumstance  that  our  sister  Church  of  Canada  exhibits  this  system  in  actual 
operation.  It  is  suspected  of  revealing  a  tendency  toward  the  Roman  polity 
with  its  imposing  hierarchy,  although  it  is  not  at  all  the  provincial  system  of 
that  communion;  nay,  rather,  as  I  perceive  resemblances,  it  has  a  much  more 
striking  likeness  to  the  systems  of  graduated  authority  which  prevail  in  sev¬ 
eral  of  the  Protestant  communions.  -  Among  the  Presbyterians,  for  example, 
the  Presbytery  might  be  termed  the  Diocese.  Their  Synod,  which  is  a  fed¬ 
eration  of  Presbyteries,  represents  the  Provincial  Council,  while  their  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly  finds  its  counterpart  in  the  Council  of  the  National  Church. 
A  duly  ordained,  permanent  “moderator,’^  presiding  in  the  city  mother- 
Church  and  exercising  Episcopal  functions  throughout  the  jurisdiction, 
would  transform  a  Presbytery  into  the  primitive  Paroikia,  or,  its  present 
equivalent.  Diocese;  and  like  changes  would  give  the  Province  and  the 
Highest  Judicatory. 

The  advantages  to  be  derived  from  an  adaptation  of  the  ancient  economy 
to  the  present  state  of  the  Church  have  been  variously  stated,  and,  doubtless, 
they  will  be  more  clearly  perceived  as  the  necessities  of  the  Church  demon¬ 
strate  them.  Some  of  them  may  be  specified. 
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1.  The  division  of  a  large  State  into  several  Dioceses  will  inevitably  result 
in  Dioceses  of  unequal  financial  strength,  and  hence  a  possible  discrimina¬ 
tion  against  the  missionary  work  in  the  weaker  subdivisions.  Division 
would,  naturally,  bring  with  it  a  development  of  local  zeal  and  beneficence, 
but  would  this  increase  of  self-supporting  strength  equal  the  loss  of  sympa¬ 
thy  and  interest  and  substantial  aid?  By  maintaining  the  unity  of  the  work, 
under  the  control  of  a  Synod,  with  the  added  zeal  and  care  of  a  number  of 
Bishops,  the  strong  would  continue  to  help  the  weak,  and  the  increase  of 
means  which  would  follow  would  minister  to  the  prosperity  of  the  whole. 

2.  *That  a  bond  of  union,  and  a  means  of  realizing  it,  would  operate  to 
the  advantage  of  Christian  education,  there  seems  to  be  no  room  for  doubt. 
This  is  practically  acknowledged  in  the  co-operation  of  a  number  of  Bishops 
in  the  administration  of  several  of  our  institutions  of  learning.  The  policy 
of  establishing  schools  on  the  narrow  basis  of  a  local  management  and  con¬ 
stituency  usually  illustrates  the  local  incapacity  to  accomplish  what  the 
Church  ought  to  accomplish,  and  does  not.  Multiply  the  controlling  minds, 
broaden  the  field,  and  the  work  at  once  assumes  better  proportions. 

3.  The  creation  of  a  provincial  jurisprudence  would  simplify  the  canoni¬ 
cal  law  of  the  Church  greatly.  As  Dioceses  multiply,  each  with  its  own  code, 
the  embarrassment  arising  from  different  and  often  contrariant  enactments 
increases.  A  central  body  having  authority  to  make  canons  of  common 
interest,  and  subject  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  National  Church, 
would  check  and  diminish  this. 

4.  The  establishment  of  an  appellate  court,  to  which  recourse  may  be  had 
from  the  decision  of  any  diocesan  tribunal  in  the  State,  is  an  advantage 
whose  importance  cannot  be  over-estimated.  The  General  Convention  has 
made  no  such  provision,  and  will  not,  so  long  as,  in  the  opinion  of  many 
canonists,  a  constitutional  impediment  interposes.  It  is  a  question,  too, 
whether  judicial  equipoise  of  mind  is  practicable  in  such  a  large  and  un¬ 
wieldy  body. 

Other  advantages  might  be  enumerated,  such  as  the  securing  of  legislation 
affecting  alike  the  interests  of  all  the  Dioceses,  and  possibly  the  unification 
of  efforts  to  raise  endowments  for  the  support  of  the  episcopate  and  the 
maintenance  of  institutions,  but  I  shall  not  proceed  further.  I  have  intro¬ 
duced  the  subject  at  this  time  with  some  personal  diffidence,  but  under 
solemn  constraint  of  duty.  If  we  are  to  have  a  partition  of  Illinois  into  two 
or  three  Dioceses,  and  such  a  partition  must  occur  now  or  in  the  near  future, 
we  must  begin  at  an  early  day  to  provide  against  separation  and  independ¬ 
ence— a  task  much  more  easy  of  accomplishment  previously  than  afterward, 
when  unity  will  have  been  broken  and  new  crystallizations  been  formed.  It 
is  my  duty  to  solicit  your  wise  consideration  of  the  subject,  under  the  con¬ 
viction  that  whatever  steps  are  taken  in  respect  of  division  ought  to  be  taken 
with  an  intelligent  appreciation  of  the  question  now  burdening  the  minds  of 
our  wisest  men,  and  with  the  Catholic  instinct  of  unity  guiding  our  action. 
This  grand  old  Diocese  of  Illinois,  hallowed  by  the  prayers,  labors  and  self- 
denials  of  many  holy  men,  precious  in  the  memory  of  thousands  of  the 
Faithful,  ought  to  remain  ONE! 

At  the  same  annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Illinois  (Sept.  11,  12, 13, 
1877),  consent  was  given  to  the  formation  of  two  new  dioceses,  and  the  fol¬ 
lowing  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  in  the  event  of  the 
erection  of  said  dioceses,  all  should  be  placed  in  provincial  relations  by  the 
adoption  of  necessary  articles  of  confederation. 

At  the  same  Convention  so  much  of  the  Bishop’s  Address  as  related  to  the 
Provincial  System  was  referred  to  a  Special  Committee  constituted  as  fol¬ 
lows:  The  Bev.  S.  Chase,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  Clinton  Locke,  D.  D.;  the  Rev. 
Wm.  B.  Corbyn,  D.  D.;  Mr.  Jas.  K.  Edsall,  Mr.  S.  C.  Judd,  Mr.  L,  B.  Otis, 
Mr.  S.  H.  Treat. 
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The  General  Convention  having,  at  its  sessions  in  Boston,  in  October, 
1877,  consented  to  the  erection  of  the  said  new  dioceses,  and  the  Bishop  of 
Illinois  having  called  the  Primary  Conventions  to  meet  respectively  in 
Quincy  and  Springfield,  at  the  Primary  Convention  in  Quincy  (Dec.  11,  12, 
1877),  the  following  preamble  and  resolution  was  offered  by  the  Rev.  Dr, 
Chase,  and  adopted: 

Whereas,  At  the  Convention  held  in  Chicago,  on  the  11th  day  of  Sep¬ 
tember,  1877,  prior  to  the  division  of  the  Diocese,  the  following  resolution 
was  passed,  viz.:  “That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that,  in  the  event 
of  the  erection  of  said  Dioceses,  all  should  be  placed  at  once  in  provincial 
relations  by  the  adoption  of  necessary  Articles  of  Confederation;”  and 

Whereas,  A  Committee  was  appointed  by  the  said  Convention,  to  whom 
was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Bishop’s  Address  which  related  to  the  Pro¬ 
vincial  System,  to  report  hereafter;  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  clergymen  and  three  laymen  be  ap¬ 
pointed  on  the  part  of  this  Convention,  having  the  same  subject  in  charge, 
with  instructions  to  confer  with  the  aforesaid  Committee,  and  any  committee 
that  may  be  appointed  with  like  intent  and  purpose  on  the  part  of  the  Diocese 
of  Springfield. 

Resolved,  That,  in  the  judgment  of  this  Convention,  the  Bishops  of  the 
several  Dioceses  in  Illinois  should  form  integral  parts  of  such  Committees, 
and  that  they  be  respectfully  requested  to  act  in  such  relation,  and  to  call  a 
meeting  of  several  Committees  to  deliberate  in  common  and  agree  upon  a 
report  to  be  presented  to  the  respective  Conventions  at  their  next  annual 
meeting. 

Under  these  resolutions,  the  following  Committee  was  appointed:  The 
Rev.  C.  W.  Leflfingwell,  D.  D.;  the  Rev.  T.  N.  Benedict,  the  Rev.  E.  A. 
Larrabee,  Mr.  E,  J.  Parker,  Mr.  E.  M,  M.  Clarke,  and  Mr.  L.  E.  Emmons. 

At  the  Primary  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Springfield,  Dec.  18,  19, 
1877,  a  preamble  and  resolution  of  similar  purport  were  offered  by  the  Rev. 
F.  M.  Gregg,  and  adopted: 

Whereas,  At  the  last  Convention  of  the  undivided  Diocese  of  Illinois 
held  September  11,  1877,  the  following  resolution  was  passed,  viz.:  “That  it 
is  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that,  in  the  event  of  the  erection  of  said  Dio¬ 
ceses,  all  should  be  placed  at  once  in  provincial  relations  by  the  adoption  of 
necessarv  Articles  of  Confederation;”  and 

Whereas,  A  Committee  was  appointed  by  said  Convention  to  whom  was 
referred  that  part  of  the  Bishop’s  Address  relating  to  the  Provincial  System, 
to  report  hereafter;  and 

Whereas,  The  Diocese  of  Quincy,  at  its  Primary  Convention  held  on  the 
11th  instant,  did  express  a  similar  sense  and  take  action  in  harmony  with  the 
same  by  the  appointment  of  a  Joint  Committee;  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  clergymen  and  three  laymen  be  ap¬ 
pointed  on  the  part  of  this  Convention,  having’ the  subject  in  charge,  with 
instructions  to  confer  with  the  aforesaid  Committees  of  the  Dioceses  of  Illi¬ 
nois  and  Quincy. 

Resolved,  That,  in  the  judgment  of  this  Convention,  the  Bishops  of  the 
several  Dioceses  in  Illinois  should  form  integral  parts  of  such  Committees, 
and  that  they  be  respectfully  requested  to  act  in  such  relation,  and  to  call  a 
meeting  of  the  several  Committees  to  deliberate  in  common  and  agree  on  a 
report  to  be  presented  to  their  respective  Conventions  at  their  next  annual 
meeting. 

The  Committee  appointed  under  this  resolution  to  represent  the  Diocese 
of  Springfield  was  as  follows:  The  Rev.  F.  M.  Gregg,  the  Rev.  D.  W. 
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Dresser,  the  Rev.  W.  M.  Steel,  Mr.  G.  H.  Harlow,  Mr.  James  S.  Ewing,  and 
Mr.  R.  P.  Johnston. 

These  Committees  were  notified  to  meet  in  joint  session  on  Friday,  the 
24th  of  May,  1878,  in  Chicago.  The  Diocese  of  Illinois  was  represented  by 
the  Bishop,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Locke,  and  Messrs.  Edsall,  Otis  and  Judd;  the 
Diocese  of  Quincy  by  the  Bishop,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Leffingwell,  and  Mr.  E.  J. 
Parker;  the  Diocese  of  Springfield  by  the  Rev.  W.  M.  Steel  and  Mr.  R.  P. 
Johnston.  After  deliberating,  the  Joint  Committee  unanimously  adopted 
the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  this  Joint  Committee  recommend  to  the  several  Annual 
Conventions  about  to  meet  in  the  three  dioceses  in  Illinois: 

First.  That  no  change  be  made  during  the  coming  session,  in  the  Consti¬ 
tution  and  Canons  at  present  in  force,  and  uniform  throughout  the  three 
dioceses,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Second.  That  a  committee  be  appointed  by  each  Convention,  consisting  of 
its  Bishop,  and  four  clergymen  and  three  laymen,  to  meet  soon  after  the  con¬ 
secration  of  the  Bishop  of  Springfield,  to  prepare  a  plan  for  the  Provincial 
relation  of  the  three  Dioceses  in  Illinois,  which  plan  is  to  be  reported  to  the 
next  Annual  Convention  of  the  several  Dioceses. 

Third.  The  Committee  further  recommend  that  each  Convention  approve 
an  amendment  to  Article  XIX  of  the  Constitution,  to  lie  over  for  adoption  by 
the  next  Annual  Convention,  so  that  it  shall  read: 

“Article  XIX.  This  Coostitution  may  be  amended  in  any  article,  or  additions 
maybe  made  thereto,  at  an  Annual  Convention,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
clerg-y  aud  laitv,  voting-  separately.” 

The  Committee  desire  to  be  understood  that  the  object  of  this  amendment 
is  simply  to  further  the  design  of  the  Conventions  with  respect  to  establish¬ 
ing  Provincial '  relations  in  the  Dioceses.  It  is  expected  that  it  will  be  in 
force  only  until  all  needful  constitutional  changes  are  perfected.  Afterward 
the  present  Article  XIX.  should  be  restored  to  its  place  in  the  Constitution.

A  second  meeting  of  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  three  Dioceses  in  Illi¬ 
nois,  to  which  was  referred  the  subject  of  Provincial  Relations,  was  held  at 
the  Grand  Pacific  Hotel,  Chicago,  Dec.  2,  1878,  at  the  call  of  the  Bishop  of 
Illinois.  There  were  present  from  the  Diocese  of  Illinois,  Bishop  McLaren, 
the  Rev.  Drs.  Locke,  Harris  and  Morrison,  Messrs.  Otis,  Judd,  and  White- 
house;  from  the  Diocese  of  Quincy,  Bishop  Burgess,  Rev.  Dr.  Leffingwell, 
Rev;  T.  N.  Benedict,  Rev.  T.  I.  Holcombe,  Hon.  Wm.  A.  Grimshaw;  from 
the  Diocese  of  Springfield,  Bishop  Seymour,  Rev.  Dr.  Easter,  Rev,  D.  W. 
Dresser,  Rev.  M.  R.  St.  J.  Dillon-Lee,  and  Mr.  R.  P.  Johnston,  represent¬ 
ing  Judge  Treat. 

Bishop  McLaren  presided,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Leffingwell  was  chosen  Secre¬ 
tary. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted: 

1.  Resolved,  That  it  is  expedient  that  the  several  Dioceses  of  Illinois 
proceed  to  establish  for  themselves  a  Federate  Convention  or  Council,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  provisions  of  Title  III,,  Canon  8,  of  the  General  Convention, 
in  full  recognition  of  the  supreme  authority  of  the  General  Convention  in  all 
matters  pertaining  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church,  the  said 
Council  to  be  known  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Federate  Council  of  the 
Province  of  Illinois. 
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2.  Resolved,  That  a  sub-committee  of  three  from  each  Diocese,  of  whom 
the  Bishop  shall  be  one,  be  appointed  to  prepare  and  report  to  the  next  Dio¬ 
cesan  Conventions  a  constitution  for  the  proposed  federate  council  or 
province. 

3.  Resolved,  That  it  is  expedient  and  desirable  that  the  Church  in  the 
several  Dioceses  of  the  United  States  should  provide  for  the  better  enjoy¬ 
ment  of  provincial  relations,  and  that  to  this  end  it  be  recommended  that  the 
several  Diocesan  Conventions  in  Illinois  shall  petition  the  General  Conven¬ 
tion  to  associate  the  several  ^Dioceses  into  provinces  upon  such  principles  as 
shall  promote  the  peace,  growth  and  prosperity  of  the  Church. 

The  sub -committee  consisted  of  the  following  gentlemen,  appointed  by 
their  respective  Bishops,  the  Bishops  being  also  members  of  the  committee: 
The  Rev.  Drs.  Locke,  Benedict  and  Easter;  Messrs.  Judd,  Grimshaw,  and 
Johnston.  ' 

The  sub-committee  held  its  meeting  on  the  3d  day  of  December,  at  the 
same  place,  and  prepared  a  Constitution  for  the  proposed  Federate  Council, 
and  a  copy  of  the  same  was  forwarded  to  the  Secretaries  of  the  three  Dio¬ 
ceses. 

By  the  action  of  the  Dioceses  of  Quincy  and  Springfield  in  their  Conven¬ 
tions,  in  1879  and  1880,  and  by  the  action  of  the  Diocese  of  Illinois  in  its 
Convention  in  1880,  a  Federate  Convention  or  Council  was  established,  and 
the  Constitution  was  adopted,  with  the  proviso  that  none  of  the  powers  therein 
specified  shall  be  operative  as  having  the  force  of  law,  until  the  same  shall 
be  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  General  Convention. 

The  following  resolution  was  also  passed  by  the  three  Dioceses  in  May,  1880: 

Resolved,  That  the  Federate  Council,  by  a  majority  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present,  may  decide  upon  such  powers  as  may  be  thought  needful 
to  be  acquired  by  the  Council,  and  may  submit  them  to  the  General  Conven¬ 
tion  for  its  approval;  Provided,  however,  that  such  powers  thus  approved 
shall  not  be  acquired  until  the  three  Conventions  of  Illinois,  Quincy  and 
Springfield  have  given  assent  thereto. 

The  Constitution  providing  for  the  first  meeting  of  the  Council,  on  the  29th 
day  of  June  (F.  of  St.  Peter),  1880,  the  duly  appointed  representatives  of  the 
three  Dioceses  in  Illinois,  on  call  of  the  Rt.  Rev,  W.  E.  McLaren,  S.  T.  D., 
Senior  Bishop,  assembled  in  the  Cathedral  of  SS.  Peter  and  Paul,  to  organ¬ 
ize  the  Federate  Council  of  Illinois.  On  nomination  of  the  Bishops,  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Alexander  Burgess,  S.  T.  D.,  Bishop  of  Quincy,  was  chosen  first  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Council.  At  this  meeting  the  powers  proposed  to  be  exercised 
were  formulated  and  ordered  to  be  presented  to  the  next  General  Convention. 

(See  Minutes,  page  9.) 

These  powers,  with  the  exception  of  the  first,  received  the  concurrent  ap¬ 
proval  of  both  houses  of  the  General  Convention. 

In  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  the  first  power  was  approved, 
but  the  House  of  Bishops  was  unwilling  to  do  so.  A  Committee  of  Confer¬ 
ence  failed  to  secure  an  agreement.  The  Episcopal  portion  of  the  Conference 
Committee  returned  majority  and  minority  reports  to  the  House  of  Bishops. 

The  Bishop  of  Easton  presented  a  majority  report  as  follows: 

The  Committee  appointed  on  behalf  of  this  House  to  confer  with  a  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  House  of  Deputies,  touching  the  disagreement  of  the  two 
Houses  in  the  matter  of  approving  the  powers  proposed  to  be  exercised  by 
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the  Dioceses  of  Illinois,  Quincy  and  Springfield,  in  Federate  Council  united, 
report: 

It  appears  that  among  the  powers  which  we  are  asked  to  approve,  is  the 
power  of  establishing  appellate  courts  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Dioceses 
uniting  in  the  proposed  Federate  Council  of  Illinois. 

It  is  not  affirmed  that  the  Federate  Council,  when  established,  can,  of  its 
own  motion,  establish  an  appellate  court;  but  that  the  several  Dioceses,  by 
passing  an  act  in  identical  terms,  may  make  provision  for  appeal  from  a 
court  strictly  and  properly  Diocesan,  to  a  court  representative  of  the  three 
Dioceses  uniting  in  the  federation. 

It  is  affirmed  that  in  the  judgment  of  eminent  legal  authorities,  the  right 
to  erect  such  a  tribunal  already  exists,  under  Article  6  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  General  Church.  The  Dioceses  concerned  would  be  content  either  to 
have  the  express  approval  of  the  General  Convention  as  to  the  power  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  exercised,  or  else  an  intimation  that  any  such  approval  is  super¬ 
fluous,  the  matter  being  wholly  within  the  discretion  of  the  Dioceses  con¬ 
cerned. 

We  dismiss,  therefore,  any  discussion  of  the  expediency  of  establishing 
appellate  courts,  whether  for  the  whole  Church  or  for  a  portion  of  it,  and 
address  ourselves  to  the  question  whether  it  is  competent  for  a  Diocese, 
under  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Church,  to  make  any  provision 
whereby  a  case  determined  in  a  court  properly  Diocesan,  and  subject  to  re¬ 
view  by  the  Diocesan  Bishop,  may  be  remanded  for  review  to  a  tribunal 
composed  of  Bishops  or  members  of  other  Dioceses,  affiliated  in  a  Federate 
Council. 

Article  6  of  the  Constitution  provides: 

“In  every  Diocese  the  mode  of  trying  Presbyters  and  Deacons  may  be 
instituted  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese.  ” 

Under  this  clause  each  Diocese  is  empowered  to  establish  its  own  court, 
and  its  appellate  court  also,  within  its  proper  jurisdiction.  We  cannot,  how¬ 
ever,  find  in  this  clause  any  authority  for  establishing  a  mode  of  trying  Pres¬ 
byters  and  Deacons,  which  sets  the  case  beyond  the  review  of  the  Diocesan, 
and  which  introduces  an  extra- diocesan  authority  between  the  Bishop  and 
his  Clergy. 

It  has  been  argued,  that  a  feeble  Diocese,  not  having  a  sufficient  number 
of  disinterested  Presbyters,  apart  from  the  Presenter  and  the  Standing  Com¬ 
mittee,  is  at  liberty  to  provide  that  the  court  may  be  supplemented  by  call¬ 
ing  in  Presbyters  from  adjoining  Dioceses,  and  that  by  parity  of  reason  a 
Diocese  may  provide  a  court  of  appeal  made  up  from  several  Dioceses. 

But,  if  we  grant  the  premises,  the  conclusion  does  not  follow.  In  the 
former  case,  the  court  is  still  Diocesan,  although  some  of  its  members  are 
extra- Diocesan,  and  its  conclusions  are  not  final,  but  need  the  approval  of 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  In  the  latter  case,  the  ultimate  resort  is  not,  as 
now,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

We  are  fortified  in  these  opinions  when  we  examine  the  provisions  of  dis¬ 
cipline  in  the  first  seven  Canons  of  Title  II.  of  the  Digest.  Amenability  is 
first  of  all  defined: 

''Every  minister  shall  be  amenable  for  offences  committed  by  him,  to  the 
Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  Clerical  members  of  the  Standing 
Committee  of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  is  canonically  resident  at  the  time  of 
the  charge.  ” 

And  in  the  various  cases  specified  through  several  pages,  it  is  the  Bishop, 
who  sometimes  with,  and  sometimes  without,  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  inhibits,  disciplines,  and  publishes.  We  search  in 
vain  in  Ordinal,  Constitution,  or  Canon,  for  any  indication  that  a  Clergyman 
is  amenable  to  any  other  authority  than  his  own  Bishop,  or  that,  when  a  Dio¬ 
cesan  Court  has  pronounced  its  judgment,  there  is  room  for  the  interposition 
of  any  revising'power  save  the  Bishop  himself. 

We  are  not  unmindful  of  the  seeming  boldness  of  dift'ering  upon  a  ques¬ 
tion  of  law  from  the  eminent  jurists  who  have  represented  the  House  of 
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Deputies  in  this  Conference.  We  have  endeavored  to  weigh  their  arguments 
very  carefully,  and  must  adhere  to  the  opinion  that,  whether  with  or  without 
the  approval  of  the  General  Convention,  it  is  ultra  vires  for  any  Diocese  or 
Dioceses  to  establish  an  appellate  court,  composed  of  members  of  affiliated 
Dioceses.

M.  A.  De  Wolfe  Howe. 

The  Bishop  of  Illinois  presented  a  minority  Report,  as  follows,  viz.: 

The  undersigned,  in  dissenting  from  the  opinions  expressed  by  a  majority 
of  the  Committee  of  this  House,  begs  first  to  call  attention  to  the  fact,  that 
the  Dioceses  of  Illinois  have  already  entered  on  the  federated  relation  au¬ 
thorized  by  Title  III.,  Canon  8,  and  that  the  proposed  powers  have  been  sub¬ 
mitted  to  this  General  Convention  for  approval,  by  the  Federate  Council  of 
Illinois  already  established.  The  undersigned  further  notes  the  fact  that 
both  Houses  have  already  taken  concurrent  action  of  approval  on  all  the  pro¬ 
posed  powers,  except  that  one  which  relates  to  the  formation  of  an  appellate 
court.  It  was  with  reference  to  that  power  only  that  Committees  were  ap¬ 
pointed  to  confer. 

The  majority  of  the  Committee  of  this  House  contend  that  it  is  not  com¬ 
petent  for  a  Diocese  under  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Convention  to 
lodge  appellate  jurisdiction  in  any  body  not  composed  of  members  of  the 
Diocese.  What  is  the  language  of  the  Constitution? 

“In  every  Diocese,  the  mode  of  trying  Presbyters  and  Deacons  may  be  in¬ 
stituted  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese.” 

It  should  be  distinctly  noticed  that  the  Constitution  makes  no  reference  to 
the  right  of  a  Diocese  to  try  Presbyters  and  Deacons,  nor  does  it  assume  to 
direct  the  Diocese  as  to  the  mode  in  which  it  shall  exercise  that  right.  An 
article  which  was  not  framed  in  order  to  convey  the  right  of  trying  Presby¬ 
ters  and  Deacons  can  scarcely  be  presumed  to  deny  the  right  of  appeal;  and, 
if  it  submits  the  mode  of  trial  to  the  individual  Diocese,  surely  it  must  sub¬ 
mit  also  the  mode  of  appeal.  There  is,  indeed,  nothing  in  the  article  which 
requires  a  Diocese  to  make  up  its  court  from  its  own  Clergy.  The  Dioceses 
ordinarily  choose  to  do  so;  but  if  one  Diocese  should  canonically  order  its 
court  of  first  resort  to  be  composed  of  Clergy  of  another  Diocese,  there  is 
nothing  in  this  Article  to  prevent  it.  It  may  choose  its  own  mode. 

As  to  an  Appellate  Court,  the  majority  of  the  Committee  say  that  they  can¬ 
not  find  in  this  Article  any  warrant  for  the  introduction  of  an  extra- diocesan 
authority  between  the  Bishop  and  his  Clergy.  But  neither  can  they  find  any 
warrant  in  this  Article  for  the  introduction  of  an  in tra- diocesan  authority  be¬ 
tween  the  Bishop  and  his  Clergy.  The  Constitution  does  not  touch  this 
question.  It  contemplates  only  the  question  of  mode.  If,  therefore,  it  is 
competent  for  a  Diocesan  Convention  to  adopt  the  mode  of  introducing  a' 
Diocesan  Court  between  a  Bishop  and  his  Clergy,  it  is  equally  competent  for 
such  a  Convention,  if  it  chooses,  to  adopt  the  mode  of  introducing  between 
a  Bishop  and  his  Clergy,  an  Appellate  Court  under  the  form  of  a  Federate 
Council.  The  Constitution  is  entirely  silent  as  to  the  composition  of  the 
Diocesan  Courts,  whether  of  first  resort  or  of  appeal. 

The  majority  of  the  Committee  notice  the  argument  drawn  from  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  supplementing  Diocesan  Courts  by  calling  in  Presbyters  from  adjoin¬ 
ing  Dioceses,  which  practice,  by  parity  of  reasoning,  would  justify  a  Diocese 
in  conferring  appellate  jurisdiction  upon  a  Federate  Council.  The  majority 
of  the  Committee  grant  the  premise,  but  deny  the  conclusion,  “In  the 
former  case,”  they  say,  “the  court  is  still  Diocesan,  although  some  of  its 
members  are  extra- diocesan,  and  its  conclusions  are  not  final,  but  need  the 
approval  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.” 

But  this  argument  falls  to  the  ground  when  we  consider:  (1)  That  an  Ap¬ 
pellate  Court  which  has  been  created  by  a  Diocese  cannot  properly  be  termed 
extra- diocesan;  (2)  That  appeals  are  not  proposed  to  be  taken  from  the 
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Bishop  of  a  particular  Diocese,  but  from  the  decisions  of  an  Ecclesiastical 
Court  in  a  Diocese;  and  (3),  That  no  Diocese  or  Dioceses  would  have  a  right 
to  deprive  a  Bishop  of  the  final  function  of  pronouncing  sentence,  or  miti¬ 
gating  sentence,  upon  his  own  Presbyter  or  Deacon,  duly  convicted  after  ap¬ 
peal.  Nothing  would  come  between  a  Bishop  and  his  Clergy  that  does  not 
come  between  them  now,  viz.,  a  court  created  by  the  Diocese  under  Article  6 
of  the  Constitution.  The  rights  of  the  Diocesan  would  be  fully  conserved. 
A  Federate  Council,  sitting  as  a  Court  of  Appeal,  would  limit  his  powers  not 
one  whit  more  than  a  Diocesan  Court  sitting  as  a  court  of  first  resort. 

The  majority  of  the  Committee  further  object  that  the  Presbyter  or  Deacon 
ought  to  be  amenable  only  to  his  Bishop,  and  they  inform  us  that  they 
“search  in  vain  in  Ordinal,  Constitution,  or  Canon,  for  any  indication  that  a 
Clergyman  is  amenable  to  any  other  authority  than  his  own  Bishop,  or  that 
when  a  Diocesan  Court  has  pronounced  its  judgment,  there  is  room  for  the 
interposition  of  any  revising  power  save  the  Bishop  himself.  ”  And  yet  in 
the  very  Canon  which  they  quote  (Title  II.,  Canon  1)  we  read  this  language: 
“Every  minister  shall  be  amenable  for  offences  committed  by  him,  to  the 
Bishop,  or,  there  he  no  Bishop,  to  the  Clerical  members  of  the  Stomding 
Committee  of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  is  canonically  resident  at  the  time  of 
the  charge.”  The  sweeping  assertion  of  the  majority  of  the  Committee, 
therefore,  falls  to  the  ground,  and  with  it  the  argument  it  was  designed  to 
substantiate.  A  Presbyter  may  be  amenable  to  some  one  else  than  his  own 
Bishop. 

But  if  the  clause  respecting  the  Clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Com¬ 
mittee  were  absent,  the  language  of  the  Canon  would  make  nothing  for  the 
view  entertained  by  the  majority  of  the  Committee.  “Every  minister  shall 
be  amenable  for  offences  committed  by  him,  to  the  Bishop.”  The  word 
“amenable”  cannot  be  made  to  cover  the  whole  process  of  trial,  verdict,  ap¬ 
peal,  and  final  sentence.  Such  an  interpretation  would  put  the  General 
Convention  in  the  position  of  contradicting  by  Canon  the  article  of  its  Con¬ 
stitution  which  remits  to  the  Convention  of  each  Diocese  the  mode  of  trying 
Presbyters  and  Deacons.  If  the  word  of  the  Canon  means  anything  more 
than  the  general  statement  that  in  the  Bishop  or  the  Clerical  members  of  the 
Standing  Committee  repose  the  primary  and  the  final  authority,  then  all 
other  courts  are  unauthorized,  and  the  Dioceses  cannot  enjoy  the  privilege 
granted  by  the  Constitution. 

That  the  first  seven  Canons  of  Title  II.  are  not  intended  to  deprive  the 
Dioceses  of  discretion,  but  rather  incline  the  other  way,  is  made  evident  by 
the  language  of  §  ii.,  of  the  same  Canon,  when  it  provides  a  mode  of  serving 
citations,  “unless  a  Diocesan  Convention  shall  otherwise  provide.”  As  the 
majority  of  the  Committee  has  declined  to  enter  upon  the  question  of  expedi¬ 
ency,  in  connection  with  this  power  asked  for  by  the  Federate  Council  of 
Illinois,  the  undersigned  feels  that  it  does  not  become  him  to  say  anything 
on  that  aspect  of  the  question. 

For  the  reasons  stated,  and  for  others  which  might  be  adduced,  he  dissents 
from  the  opinion  that  it  is  ultra  vires  for  any  Diocese  or  Dioceses  to  estab¬ 
lish  an  Appellate  Court  composed  of  members  of  affiliated  Dioceses.  Any 
such  action  to  become  ultra  vires,  must  be  contrary  either  to  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  or  to  the  Canons.  But  it  has  been  shown  to  be  contrary  to  neither. 
The  Constitution  and  Canons  do  not  provide  for  courts,  either  of  first  resort, 
or  of  appeal,  for  trying  Presbyters  and  Deacons,  neither  do  they  forbid. 
They  remit  the  whole  matter  to  the  discretion  of  the  Dioceses;  and  this  Gen¬ 
eral  Convention,  in  authorizing  the  establishment  of  Federate  Councils,  con¬ 
sented  to  the  grouping  of  Dioceses  in  a  State,  clothed  with  all  their  discre¬ 
tionary  powers.  That  such  was  the  animus  of  the  Convention  became  mani¬ 
fest  in  1871,  when  both  Houses  concurred  in  approving  for  New  York, 
precisely  the  powers  which  are  asked  for  by  Illinois.

The  Conventions  of  the  Dioceses  of  Illinois,  Quincy  and  Sprinortield,  gave  their 
assent  to  the  powers  proposed  to  be  exercised  by  the  Federate  Council,  which  were 
approved  by  the  General  Convention. 
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The  Committee  on  Printing  the  Minutes  have  been  requested  to 
append  the  following  notices  of  Church  Institutions  of  Charity 
within  the  limits  of  Illinois. 

ST.  Luke’s  free  hospital,  chicaqo. 

St.  Luke’s  Hospital  was  founded  in-  the  year  1864,  by  the  Kev.  Clinton 
Locke,  Kector  of  Grace  Church,  Chicago.  It  began  in  a  small  rented  house 
on  State  St.,  with  six  beds.  In  two  years,  it  became  a  chartered  Institution 
under  the  government  of  all  the  Chicago  parishes,  the  Bishop  being  visitor 
and  Dr.  Locke,  President;  and  in  the  year  1870,  it  occupied  the  present 
building  on  Indiana  Avenue,  near  Fourteenth  St.,  and  contained  forty-four 
beds.  It  cares  for  between  three  and  four  hundred  in-door  patients,  yearly; 
and  about  1,800  out-door  patients.  It  is  free  to  any  one  who  cannot  pay; 
and  there  is  no  distinction  of  color,  race,  or  religious  views.  Its  government 
is  vested  in  a  Board  of  Twelve  Trustees,  nine  of  whom  must  be  members  of 
the  Episcopal  Church.  The  President  must  be  either  the  Bishop  of  the  Dio¬ 
cese,  or  the  Hector  of  one  of  the  Chicago  churches.  The  Bishop  can  visit 
the  Hospital,  examine  its  accounts,  and  call  the  attention  of  the  Trustees  to 
any  malfeasance  which  he  may  think  demands  attention.  The  internal 
affairs  of  the  Hospital  are  governed  by  the  President  and  a  Board  of  Lady 
Directors,  one  from  each  parish  in  the  city  of  Chicago.  Patients  are  taken 
from  the  city,  but  in  extreme  cases  from  any  part  of  the  Province.  Clergy¬ 
men  from  any  part  of  the  country  are  received,  and  always  without  charge. 
There  are  five  endowed  beds,  and  a  number  are  supported  by  the  payment  of 
$300  a  year.  It  costs  $4,000  to  endow  a  bed.  The  Hospital  is  free  from 
debt,  and  has  very  nearly  $90,000  of  property.  New  buildings  will  immedi¬ 
ately  be  undertaken,  as  the  work  sorely  demands  it. 

LINSDAY  CHURCH  HOME,  QUINCY,  ILL. 

With  more  intimate  relations  between  the  Dioceses  in  Illinois,  cultivated 
by  their  representative  body,  the  Federate  Council  of  the  Province  of  Illi¬ 
nois,  the  directors  of  the  Lindsay  Church  Home,  Quincy,  have  been  con¬ 
sidering  how  far  the  property  under  their  care  could  be  used  by  those  of 
“the  Household  of  Faith”  in  the  Province,  who  need  its  sheltering  arms. 

In  the  year  1863,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Lindsay,  by  her  last  will  and  testament, 
gave  to  the  Church  in  Quincy  all  the  property  of  which  she  died  possessed. 
Living  carefully  and  frugally,  she  was  enabled  thereby  to  bequeath  to  the 
Church  a  handsome  property. 

Within  one  block  of  the  public  square  stands  her  house,  on  a  corner  lot 
100x150  feet. 

The  Home  is  incorporated  under  a  general  law  of  the  State. 

The  Bt.  Kev.,  the  Bishop  of  Quincy,  has  been  made  president  of  the  cor¬ 
poration.  Since  its  incorporation  in  the  year  1874,  another  dwelling  has 
been  built  upon  the  grounds  at  a  cost  of  three  thousand  dollars,  and  paid  for 
from  the  cash  assets  bequeathed  by  Mrs.  Lindsay. 

The  property  bequeathed  by  Mrs.  Lindsay  was  valued  in  1874,  at  $18,000. 
It  cannot  be  sold,  or  mortgaged;  though  portions  of  it  may  be  leased.  A  part 
of  it  is  advantageously  leased  already. 
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The  Institution  has  no  debt,  nor  endowment.  It  has  at  present  only  an 
annual  income — from  leases — of  about  $385.00, 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  directors,  that  they  can  admit  either  aged  and  in¬ 
firm  clergy,  or  the  laity  of  either  sex,  who  may  come  from  other  Dioceses, 
who  would  become  communicants  of  the  Church  here,  and  whose  support 
could  be  guaranteed  by  individuals,  parishes,  or  Dioceses,  sending  them. 

The  present  limited  income  of  the  Home,  most  of  which  is  now  needed  by 
the  inmates,  must  necessarily  and  by  the  provisions  of  Mrs.  Lindsay’s  will, 
be  used  for  the  support  of  those  admitted  from  the  cathedral  or  parishes  in 
the  city  of  Quincy. 

These  particulars-  are  stated  briefly  in  detail,  that  it  may  be  understood 
that  the  directors,  while  willing  to  admit  communicants  of  the  Church,  who 
may  come  here  to  reside,  have  not,  at  present,  the  means  for  their  support. 

It  is  possible  for  Dioceses  to  provide  for  the  support  of  aged  and  infirm 
laity,  or  orphans  partly  if  not  fully,  by  regular  canonical  collections  when 
they  are  properly  provided  for  by  future  legislation. 

The  directors  wotfld  be  glad  to  receive  bequests  large  or  small,  from  per¬ 
sons  who  may  wish  to  perpetuate  a  worthy  charity  and  extend  its  usefulness. 

It  is  needless  to  say  that  such  bequests  will  be  carefully  and  safely  admin¬ 
istered. 

ST.  Paul’s  orphanage,  Springfield,  ill. 

This  Institution  was  founded  by  the  Bishop  of  Springfield.  In  the  year 
1880  he  purchased  a  commodious  house,  with  grounds,  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  St.  Paul’s  Church,  in  the  city  of  Springfield.  This  building  will 
accommodate  fifteen  children,  with  the  persons  to  take  charge  of  the  Institu¬ 
tion.  It  is  now  ready  for  the  reception  of  orphans,  or  destitute  children  of 
either  sex,  under  ten  years  of  age.  There  is  no  debt  and  no  'endowment. 
Hence,  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  a  charge  of  seventy-five  dollars  ($75) 
per  annum,  for  each  child  admitted;  until,  by  bequest  or  otherwise,  an 
endowment  shall  be  provided.  The  Orphanage  will  be  presided  over  by 
Sister  Sarah,  lately  of  New  Orleans,  and  will  be  regularly  incorporated  under 
the  laws  of  the  State.  The  Trustees  will  receive  children  from  any  one  of 
the  Dioceses  within  the  Province  of  Illinois.  Application  should  be  made 
either  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  (the  Rt.  Rev.  GeorgeF.  Seymour,  D.  D., 
LL.  D  ),  or  the  Rev.  Edward  A.  Larrabee,  S.  T.  B.,  Rector  of  St.  Paul’s 
Church,  Springfield,  Ill.,  and  chaplain  of  St.  Paul’s  Orphanage. 

It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  all  who  are  interested  in  building  up  such  Insti¬ 
tutions,  will  contribute  liberally  towards  the  support  of  this  Orphanage  (the 
only  one  in  the  three  Dioceses  of  Illinois),  and  remember  it  generously  in 
their  wills.

Bishop  McLaren,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Statutes  and 
Rules,  presented  the  report  of  that  committee,  and  submitted 
the  following,  which,  on  motion,  were  adopted  as  the  Statutes 
and  Rules  of  the  Province : 

1.  There  shall  be  a  meeting  of  the  Provincial  Council  on  the  Wednesday  next 
following  the  second  Tuesday  of  November  in  every  year,  unless  another  day  be 
selected  by  the  preceding  annual  meeting. 

The  place  of  the  meeting  shall  be  determined  by  standing  resolution  or  by  vote 
of  the  preceding  meeting. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Council  shall  be  called  by  the  Presiding  Officer  on  the 
demand  of  two  of  the  Bishops,  or  of  six  delegates,  of  whom  three,  at  least,  shall  be 
Priests,  and  of  whom  one,  at  least,  shall  be  from  each  of  the  three  Dioceses  of  the 
Province. 

At  the  opening  of  every  such  annual  or  special  meeting  there  shall  be  Divine 
Service  and  the  celebration  and  administration  of  the  Holy  Communion, 

2.  A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  at  every  annual  meeting  of  the  Coun¬ 
cil,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  record  all  proceedings  and  attest  them  ;  to  issue  to 
every  member  notice  of  all  meetings,  and  to  fulfil  such  other  duties  as  commonly 
are  attached  to  the  office  of  Secretary. 

3.  A  Treasurer  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  at  evei'y  annual  meeting.  He  shall 
have  charge  of  all  offerings,  moneys,  bonds  and  securities  belonging  to  the  Coun¬ 
cil,  or  entrusted  to  it.  He  shall  pay  money  only  on  vote  of  the  Council.  He  shall 
present,  at  every  annual  meeting,  a  report  of  the  state  of  the  Treasury  and  of 
all  receipts  and  disbursements. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  required  to  give  such  bond  as  shall  be  satisfactory  to 
the  Bishops  of  the  Province. 

4.  At  the  sessions  of  the  Council  and  in  all  official  papers  and  documents,  the 
Presiding  Officer  shall  have  the  style  and  title  of  “  Primus.” 

5-  The  disbursement  of  funds  received  for  “Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy”  shall  be 
under  the  authority  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Province.  The  Treasurer  shall  at  all 
times  honor  the  drafts  of  any  two  of  them  upon  these  funds. 

6.  The  following  shall  be  the  order  of  business,  subject,  on  any  part,  to  be 
suspended  or  postponed  by  vote  of  the  council : 

a.  Reception  of  credentials  of  delegates  and  reference  to  a  committee. 

b.  Report  of  the  committee  on  credentials. 

c.  Calling  of  the  roll  and  examination  if  a  quorum  is  in  attendance. 

d.  Election  of  the  Secretary. 

e.  Action  upon  deficient  or  disputed  credentials. 

f.  Communications  from  the  Primus. 

g.  Report  of  the  Treasurer  and  its  reference  to  an  auditing  committee, 

Ji.  Report  of  the  Corporation  and  Trustees  of  S.  Mary’s  School. 

i.  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy. 

j.  Report  of  standing  or  regular  committees. 

k.  Reports  of  committees  appointed  to  sit  during  recess. 

/.  Report  of  the  committee  to  audit  the  Treasurer’s  account. 

w.  Election  of  the  Treasurer.

The  Primus  announced  the  election  of  a  Secretary  the  next 
business  in  order. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Dresser  nominated  Mr.  H.  H.  Candee.  No 
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other  nomination  was  made.  On  casting  the  ballot,  Mr.  H.  H. 
Candee  was  declared  unanimously  elected  Secretary. 

The  Treasurer  presented  his  report,  which,  under  the  Rules  of 
Order,  was  referred  to  an  auditing  committee  consi.sting  of 
Messrs.  Wilkinson,  Stahl  and  Harlow. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Rudd  read  the  report  of  the  Rector  of  S.  Mary’s 
School,  as  follows : 

REPORT  OF  S.  MARY’S  SCHOOL. 

The  Rector  of  S.  Mary’s  School,  Knoxville,  respectfully  submits  the  following 
report : 

In  accordance  with  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  last  meeting  of  the  Federate 
Council,  the  Bishops  of  the  several  Dioceses  constituting  the  Province  of  Illinois 
have  nominated  the  following  Trustees  to  represent  their  respective  Dioceses  on 
the  Board  of  Trustees; 

For  Illinois, — The  Rev.  R.  A.  Holland  and  Mr.  S.  Corning  Judd. 

For  Quincy. — Messi's.  W.  N.  Phillips  and  R.  F.  Newcomb. 

For  Springfield. — The  Rev.  F.  W.  Taylor  and  Mr.  H.  H.  Candee. 

These,  with  the  Bishops  of  the  Province  and  the  Rector  of  the  school,  with 
five  Trustees  from  the  Township  in  which  the  institution  is  located,  constitute  the 
present  Board  of  Trustees. 

This  Board  has  been  duly  incorporated  during  the  past  year,  under  the  general 
law,  as  S.  Mary’s  School,  Knoxville,  Illinois,  succeeding  to  all  the  property,  rights 
and  privileges  of  the  Ewing  Female  University,  under  the  special  charter  of  which 
the  school  has  been  conducted  since  its  foundation  in  i86S. 

The  Chapel  of  S.  Mary’s  School,  for  which  subscriptions  were  begun  before  the 
last  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  the  corner-stone  of  which  was  laid  by  the  Bishops 
of  the  Province  on  October  6th,  i88i,  has  progressed  to  the  completion  of  the 
walls,  and  the  open  timbered  roof  is  ready  to  be  put  in  place.  It  is  expected  that 
the  Chapel  will  be  inclosed  before  December  ist.  The  walls  are  of  stone  of  the 
finest  quality  to  be  obtained  within  the  limits  of  the  State  and  the  workmanship 
is  of  the  best  quality.  The  roof  will  be  slated  and  the  cornice  and  connections 
with  stone  work  will  be  of  galvanized  iron.  The  cost  of  the  chapel  will  probably 
exceed  ten  thousand  dollars.  The  subscriptions  have  not  greatly  increased  since 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Council,  though  the  Rector  has  used  his  best  endeavors, 
consistently  with  his  passing  duties,  to  secure  contributions  to  this  object.  Con¬ 
siderable  money  has  been  advanced  by  him  to  insure  the  inclosure  of  the  building 
to  protect  the  work  from  exposure  during  the  winter,  and  at  this  point  the  work 
must  be  suspended  until  further  contributions  can  be  secured. 

As  residuary  legatee  of  the  estate  of  the  late  James  Knox,  S.  Mary’s  School 
will  receive,  at  sometime  in  the  future,  about  forty  thousand  dollars,  a  sum  sufficient 
to  pay  all  incumbrance  and  to  complete  the  building  according  to  the  present  plan. 

In  view  of  the  partial  payment  of  this  legacy  next  summer,  the  Rector  has  be¬ 
gun  the  foundations  of  the  East  Wing.  The  need  of  room  is  already  a  serious 
drawback  to  the  growth  and  usefulness  of  the  school. 

When  completed,  the  group  of  buildings  will  have  an  entire  and  connected 
front  of  320  feet,  presenting  an  appearance  imposing  and  attractive,  all  of  the  most 
durable  and  substantial  character,  free  from  debt,  and  owned  and  controlled  by 
the  Province  for  the  education  of  girls. 

The  Rector  asks  and  hopes  for  the  continued  sympathy  and  aid  of  the  Bishops, 
Clergy  and  laity  of  the  Province.  C.  W.  LEFFI NOWELL. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Springfield,  the  following  preamble 
and  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted : 

Whereas,  The  Federate  Council  has  learned  from  the  report  of  the  JRector  of 
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S.  Mary’s  School,  Knoxville,  that  the  building  of  the  Chapel  must  be  stopped  un¬ 
less  funds  are  speedily  contributed  for  its  completion.  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  Council  reiterates  its  resolution  unanimously  passed  at  its 
last  annual  session  to  the  effect  that  the  efforts  now  begun  for  building  a  Chaj^el 
for  this  school  are  heartily  endorsed,  and  this  object  is  earnestiy  commended  to 
the  brethren  of  the  several  Dioceses  for  their  contributions.  And  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  send  a  copy  of  the  above  resolu¬ 
tion  to  every  Rector  and  Missionary  within  the  limits  of  the  Province  of  Illinois, 
with  the  request  that  he  read  the  same,  at  an  early  day,  to  his  congregation  and 
make  an  offering  for  the  Chapel  fund  of  S.  Mary’s  School,  Knoxville,  Illinois,  as 
soon  as  practicable  thereafter. 

The  committee  on  printing  made  a  verbal  report  to  the  effect 
that  all  the  duties  devolved  upon  the  committee  had  been  per¬ 
formed. 

The  report  was  received  and  the  committee  discharged. 

The  auditing  committee,  to  whom  had  been  referred  the  re¬ 
port  of  the  Treasurer,  reported  that  account  correct,  as  follows :

The  auditing  committee  recommended  that  some  means  be 
adopted  for  providing  for  the  deficit  of  ;^37-34  shown  in  the 
Treasurer’s  account,  and  for  defraying  the  necessary  expenses  of 
the  Council. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Taylor,  a  committee  of  three  lay¬ 
men  was  appointed  to  draft  some  plan  for  providing  for  the  ex¬ 
penses  of  the  Province,  with  instructions  to  report  at  the  afternoon 
session. 

The  Primus  appointed  Messrs.  Wilkinson,  Harlow  and  Candee. 
On  motion,  the  Treasurer  was  added  to  said  committee. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Easter,  the  3d  Statute  was  amended  by  the 
addition  of  the  following:  “The  Treasurer  shall  be  required  to 
give  such  bond  as  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  Bishops  of  the 
Province.’’ 
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The  Primus  announced  the  next  business  in  order  to  be  the 
election  of  a  Treasurer. 

Mr.  Harlow  placed  in  nomination  Mr.  E.  J.  Parker.  There 
was  no  other  nomination.  Upon  casting  the  ballot,  Mr.  Parker 
was  found  unanimously  elected. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Illinois,  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted: 

j  Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  consider  the  desirability  of  hold¬ 
ing  a  Church  Congress  next  year  within  the  bounds  of  the  Province  and  under  its 
auspices. 

The  Primus  announced  that  he  had  expected  to  place  the 
Bishop  of  Illinois  upon  the  committee  on  a  Church  Congress,  but 
that  Bishop  had  expressed  a  desire  not  to  be  appointed. 

He  accordingly  named  as  such  committee :  The  Rev.  Ur. 
Easter,  The  Rev.  Mr.  Sweet,  The  Rev.  Mr.  Shrimpton,  Mr.  S.  C. 
Judd,  Mr.  H.  H.  Candee. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Judd,  the  hour  for  assembling  after  recess 
was  fixed  at  2:30  P.  M. 

Mr.  Judd  gave  notice  that  at  the  afternoon  session  he  would 
offer  an  amendment  to  the  Canon  on  the  Appellate  Court,  in  the 
matter  of  appeals. 

Mr.  Parker  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  suggested  to  Parishes  and  Missions  in  the  Province  of  Il¬ 
linois,  where  Parish  Schools  are  not  already  established  (and  where  they  can  not 
be),  that  private  schools  should  be  opened  to  prepare  young  children  for  entrance 
to  different  grades  in  the  public  schools. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Springfield,  action  was  deferred 
till  after  recess,  and  a  recess  was  thereupon  taken  till  half  past 
two  o’clock  P.  M. 

Upon  the  reassembling  of  the  Council,  after  recess,  the  Rt. 
Re\L  E.  R.  Welles,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Wisconsin,  was  presented 
by  the  Primus. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Springfield,  it  was  unanimously 
resolved.  That  we  hail  with  pleasure  the  presence  of  the  Rt.  Rev. 
the  Bishop  of  Wisconsin,  and  request  him  to  take  a  seat  at  the 

t 

right  of  the  Primus  during  the  session  of  this  Council,  or  so  long 
as  he  m.ay  be  disposed  to  remain. 

The  committee  appointed  to  draft  a  plan  for  providing  for  the 
expenses  of  the  Province  made  the  following  report: 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  providing  for  the  expenses 
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of  the  Council,  including  the  necessary  traveling  expenses  of  the  Bishop^  and  cler¬ 
ical  deputies,  respectfully  recommend  that  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  Dollars 
($200)  be  raised  in  the  several  Dioceses  in  such  manner  as  they  deem  best,  sug¬ 
gesting  that  the  amounts  respectively  be,  for  the  Diocese  of  Illinois,  $100 ;  Quincy, 
$50;  Springfield,  $50;  and  that  the  several  Dioceses  at  their  next  annual  Conven¬ 
tions  authorize  their  Treasurers  to  furnish  such  amounts  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Province  on  or  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Federate  Council. 

That  at  the  annual  meeting  the  proper  committee  shall  audit  the  amounts  due 
the  Bishops  and  Deputies  and  approve  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  for  payment.  In 
case  a  sufficient  amount  is  not  raised  at  any  annual  meeting,  the  committee  shall 
pro  rata  the  amount  to  be  paid.  .  ^

The  resolution  offered  by  Mr.  Parker,  upon  which  action  had 
been  deferred,  was  taken  up  and  adopted. 

In  the  matter  of  the  amendment  to  the  Appellate  Court  Canon» 
Mr.  Judd  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  As  the  sense  of  this  Council,  that  the  Canon  in  respect  to  an  Appel¬ 
late  Court,  adopted  by  the  respective  Diocesan  conventions  of  this  Province,  ought 
to  be  amended  in  the  following  particulars,  and  that  the  conventions  of  the  several 
Dioceses  of  the  Province  be,  and  they  are  hereby  requested,  to  adopt  the  amend¬ 
ments  proposed,  as  follows : 

First.  Amend  Section  Three  so  as  to  read  as  follows,  viz. ; 

Section  3.  “Any  person  who  has  been  found  guilty  of  an  offense  by  the  Ec¬ 
clesiastical  Court  of  the  Diocese  to  which  he  may  belong,  or  any  person  claiming 
to  be  aggrieved  by  any  final  decision  or  determination  concerning  himself,  made 
by  the  standing  committee  of  such  Diocese,  may  appeal  from  the  decision  or  de¬ 
termination  to  the  Appellate  Court,  by  filing  with  the  presiding  officer  of  the  court 
his  appeal,  in  writing,  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  such  decision  or  determi¬ 
nation,  which  being  done,  such  decision  (iii  the  case  of  appeal  from  the  decision  of 
the  Ecclesiastical  Court)  shall  remain  inoperative  until  after  the  action  of  the 
Appellate  Court  thereupon. 

“Such  appeal  shall  set  out  the  decision,  and  specify  that  the  party  appeals  from 
the  same,  or  from  some  part  thereof,  and  what  part. 

“The  presiding  officer  of  the  court  from  which  any  such  appeal  is  proposed  to 
be  taken,  may  extend  the  time  for  taking  such  appeal  by  a  certificate  in  writing, 
but  not  to  exceed  ten  additional  days.” 

Second.  Amend  Section  Six  by  prefixing  thereto  the  following  words:  “If  the 
appeal  be  from  an  Ecclesiastical  Court,”  and  by  inserting  between  the  words  “the” 
and  “Court,”  in  the  first  line,  the  word  “Appellate,”  and  also  by  adding  to  such 
section  as  follows :  “  If  the  appeal  be  from  the  decision  or  determination  of  a 

standing  committee,  the  finding  or  determination  of  the  Appellate  Court,  endorsed 
upon  or  annexed  to  the  appeal,  together  with  all  the  other  papers  made  use  of  on 
the  hearing,  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  standing  committee  of  the  Diocese  con¬ 
cerned,  for  the  advice  and  information  of  that  body.  And  in  such  case,  such 
standing  committee  shall  be  governed  by  and  act  according  to  the  decision  or  de¬ 
termination  of  the  Appellate  Court  in  respect  to  the  matter  involved,  except  in 
cases  wherein  the  duties  of  such  committee  have  been  fixed  or  provided  for  by  the 
Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  in  which  cases  the  decision  or  determination 
of  the  Appellate  Court  shall  be  held  as  only  advisory.” 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Easter,  the  foregoing  resolution,  offered  by 
Mr.  Judd,  was  referred  to  a  committee  of  six. 

The  Primus  appointed  as  such  committee:

Resolved,  That  a  committee  consisting  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Province,  to¬ 
gether  with  one  clergyman  and  one  layman  from  each  Diocese  in  the  Province,  be 
appointed  to  make  all  arrangements  for  the  meeting  of  such  Church  Congress  at 
such  time  as  said  committee  shall  appoint.

On  motion,  the  Treasurer’s  report  was  referred  to  the  auditing 
committee,  consisting  of  Messrs.  Williamson,  Ollis,  and  Steele. 

The  Rector  of  S.  Mary’s  School,  Knoxville,  made  a  verbal  re¬ 
port,  stating  that  he  had  not  been  able  to  prepare  a  written  report 
in  consequence  of  the  great  labor  devolving  upon  him  by  reason 
of  the  destruction  of  the  school  building  by  fire.

Upon  reassembling,  at  2:30  P.  M.,  the  Bishop  of  Chicago  was 
called  to  the  chair  in  the  absence  of  the  Primus. 

The  committee  on  the  Appellate  Court  Canon  amendment  re¬ 
ported  the  resolution  back,  and  recommended  the  discharge  of  the 
committee. 

The  Primus  resumed  the  chair.  On  motion,  the  committee 
was  discharged. 

Mr.  Judd  brought  up  the  original  resolution  on  the  Appellate 
Court  Canon,  which  was  laid  over  to  allow  the  following  resolu¬ 
tions,  offered  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Taylor,  to  be  taken  up  and  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Federate  Council  of  the  Province  of  Illinois,  hereby  renews 
the  recommendation  contained  in  the  report  of  the  committee  to  whom,  at  the  last 
session  of  this  Council,  was  referred  the  matter  of  providing  for  the  expenses  of  the 
Council;  and  hereby  adopts  the  same  and  refers  it  to  the  several  Dioceses  in  their 
conventions  for  such  action  in  the  premises  as  will  insui'e  the  payment  of  the  ex¬ 
penses  of  the  Federate  Council,  such  recommendation  being  as  follows: — “That  in 
order  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  Federate  Council,  traveling  expenses  and  print¬ 
ing,  the  sum  of  $200  be  raised  in  the  several  Dioceses  in  such  manner  as  they 
deem  best,  suggesting  that  the  amounts  respectively  be,  Chicago,  $100;  Quincy, 
$50 ;  Springfield,  $50 ;  and  that  the  several  Dioceses,  at  their  next  annual  conven¬ 
tions,  authorize  their  Treasurers  to  furnish  such  amounts  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Province,  on  or  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  P'ederate  Council.” 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Federate  Council  be  and  is  hereby  instructed 
to  give  due  notice  of  this  recommendation  to  the  Secretaries  of  the  several  Dio¬ 
cesan  conventions  in  order  to  such  action  being  taken  at  their  next  annual  meet- 
inngs,  as  is  herein  contemplated. 

Mr.  Judd’s  resolution,  relative  to  the  amendments  of  the  Appel¬ 
late  Court  Canon,  was  again ‘taken  up  and,  on  motion  of  Dr. 
Easter,  was  referred  to  the  Bishops  of  the  Province,  together 
with  the  Chancellors  of  the  three  Dioceses,  to  report  the  same, 
with  such  recommendations  as  they  may  deem  best,  to  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Province  or  to  the  next  session  of  the  conventions 
of  the  several  Dioceses  of  the  Province,  and  that  the  Primus  be 
the  chairman  of  said  committee. 

The  committee  on  change  of  present  title,  to  that  of  Provincial 
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Synod,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  received,  and  the 
resolutions  thereto  appended  adopted. 

The  committe  appointed  by  the  Federate  Council  of  the  Province  of  Illinois,  in 
reference  to  the  change  of  title  to  that  of  Provincial  Synod,  respectfully  report  that 
they  have  taken  the  matter  into  consideration,  and  have  agreed  to  the  following 
points,  namely: 

First. — That  the  present  title  prescribed  by  the  Canon  of  the  General  Conven¬ 
tion,  under  which  the  Province  was  organized,  is  obvioitsly  a  tentative  and  tempo¬ 
rary  name  to  be  changed  and  adapted  to  the  organization,  when  completed,  as 
Federate,  must  be  altered  to  Provincial. 

Second. — That  meanwhile,  until  such  action  can  be  taken  by  the  General 
Convention  to  allow  the  adoption  of  another  designation,  in  all  official  and  legal 
documents  the  present  title  must  be  employed. 

Third. — That  except  in  such  cases  the  Federate  Council  is  free  to  use  such 
name  as  it  may  deem  best. 

Fourth. — That  in  the  adoption  of  such  use,  the  Council  should  be  guided  by 
the  consideration  that  they  are,  in  a  lai'ge  measure,  leading  the  way  in  this  country 
in  all  measures  which  appertain  to  the  formation  of  Provinces,  and  hence  should 
seek  to  act  with  prospective  wisdom  as  to  what  will  be  desirable  for  all  other  sim¬ 
ilar  organizations,  and  for  all  time  to  come. 

Fifth. — That  the  word  Federate  should,  as  an  adjective  describing  the  thing, 
be  more  nearly  conformed  to  the  reality,  and  changed  accordingly  to  Provincial, 
now  that  we  have  the  Province. 

Sixth. — That  the  word  Synod,  as  in  use  in  the  Mother  Communion  in  Eng¬ 
land  and  in  all  her  colonies,  commends  its  use  very  strongly  for  our  adoption. 

Seventh. — Still  further,  that  Synod,  being  very  nearly  the  translation  of  our 
hitherto  and  still  largely  used  word  Convention,  is  an  argument  for  its  adoption ;  and 

Eighth. — That  any  objection  which  might  seem  to  Aveigh  against  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  this  term  “Synod”  because  it  is  employed  by  several  religious  bodies  to  de¬ 
scribe  their  assemblies,  is  obviated  by  the  fact  that  it  is,  when  joined  to  the  word 
Provincial,  peculiar  to  ourselves ;  therefore,  in  vieAv  of  these  facts  and  considera¬ 
tions,  your  committee  unanimously  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  the  title  of  this  body  be,  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be,  “The»^ 
Provincial  Synod  of  the  Province  of  Illinois,”  and  that  this  be  employed  in  all 
cases  saA'e  when  canonical  and  legal  reasons  compel  the  employment  of  the  term 
now  used  in  the  Canon  Federate  Council. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Council  to  take  such  action  as  will 
procure  from  the  next  General  Convention  the  alternation  of  the  Canon  which

The  Primus  announced  the  next  business  in  order  to  be  the 
election  of  a  Secretary,  and  appointed  the  Rev.  Mr.  Davidson 
teller.  The  teller  collected  the  ballots  and  reported  whole  number 
of  ballots  cast,  1 5 ;  necessary  to  a  choice,  8. 

Mr.  H.  H.  Candee  received  15,  and  was  declared  unanimously 
elected. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  was  read  and  referred  under  the 
rules  to  the  auditing  committee,  consisting  of  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Rudd  and  Moore  and  Mr.  Candee. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Rudd  read  the  report  of  the  Rector  of  S.  Mary’s 
School,  as  follows : 

REPORT  OF  s.  Mary’s  school. 

To  the  Rev.  Fathers  and  Brethren  of  the  Federate  Council  of  Illinois  : 

After  nearly  two  years  of  hopeful  struggle  to  repair  the  ruin  wrought  by  fire, 
and  during  the  seventeenth  year  of  its  work,  this  Institution  of  the  Province  is  re¬ 
ported  in  prosperous  condition,  with  a  work  progressive  in  its  efficiency  and  in  sat¬ 
isfaction  to  all.  By  the  fire  of  January  4,  1883,  about  $100,000  of  property,  in  use 
by  the  school,  was  destroyed,  including  the  entire  building  and  everything  in  it, 
but  without  loss  of  life.  The  school  was  re-organized  within  a  month  in  the  Ans- 
garius  College  building,  most  of  the  pupils  returning.  At  the  sclose  of  the  choolyear 
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sixteen  pupils  were  graduated,  the  largest  number  since  the  foundation  of  the 
school.  During  the  summer  of  1883  the  present  beautiful,  commodious  and  con¬ 
venient  building  was  erected  on  the  old  school  grounds,  but  further  from  the 
street  and  adjoining  the  unfinished  stone  chapel  with  which  it  is  to  be  connected  by 
a  cloister.  From  the  time  of  beginning  the  foundation  to  the  opening  of  school  in 
the  nearly  completed  building  was  six  months.  The  entire  cost  of  the  building, 
with  its  powerful  steam-heating  apparatus,  its  careful  plumbing  and  sewerage,  its 
gas  machine,  piping  and  fixtures,  its  well  planned  machinery  for  all  sorts  of  do¬ 
mestic  work,  and  considerable  decoration,  was  about  $73,000.  About  $2,000 
more  must  be  spent  upon  the  cloister  and  out-buildings,  making  the  entire  cost, 
say  $75,000.  The  contributions  outside  of  Knox  county  have  amounted  to  $6,- 
584;  in  Knox  county,  $6,040;  insurance,  $24,000;  Knox  estate,  $16,000;  bor¬ 
rowed,  $11,000  ;  the  remainder  has  been  contributed  by  the  Rector.  The  build¬ 
ing  has  rooms  for  100  pupils,  15  officers  and  teachers,  15  working  men  and  women, 
and  for  all  needs  of  school  and  domestic  service.  The  apparatus  and  furniture, 
supplied  by  the  Rector,  is  valued  at  $25,000.  The  indebtedness  of  the  Institu¬ 
tion  is  now  $26,000,  upon  which  the  interest  is  paid  out  of  the  earnings  of  the 
school.  It  is  hoped  that  the  residuary  estate  of  the  late  James  Knox  will  liquidate 
the  entire  indebtedness.  This,  however,  can  not  be  expected  for  some  years. 

In  making  a  report  so  satisfactory  and  encouraging,  at  a  time  so  near  to  the 
great  calamity,  the  Rector,  and  all  the  officers  and  teachers  of  the  school  feel  pro¬ 
foundly  grateful  to  God,  and  thankful  to  all  who  have  cheered  and  aided  them  in 
the  dark  days.  With  the  Psalmist  they  exclaim  : — “  In  the  multitude  of  sorrows 
that  I  had  in  my  heart.  Thy  comforts  have  refreshed  my  soul.” 

This  school  of  the  Province  is  now  upon  a  permanent  basis,  firmly  established, 
and  furnished  with  the  best  appliances  for  the  care  and  training  of  the  children  of 
the  Church,  and  it  is  the  daily  hope  and  prayer  of  those  who  have  the  work  most 
at  heart  that  further  provision  may  be  made  by  friends  of  Christian  education  for 
increasing  the  usefulness  of  the  school.  The  beautiful  stone  chapel,  unscathed  by 
the  fire,  is  still  unfinished,  and  this  Church  school,  after  nearly  seventeen  years  of 
honest  work  for  the  Church,  is  still  without  an  altar.  Its  teachers  and  pupils  go 
to  an  upper  room  in  the  early  dawn  of  each  Lord’s  Day,  to  meet  the  risen  Saviour. 
Earnest  efforts  have  been  continued  by  members  of  the  school  to  carry  forward 
the  chapel  to  completion,  and  a  few  friends  outside  have  shown  their  interest  and 
sympathy  by  gifts.  Last  year  the  chapel  was  plastered,  and  this  year  it  has  been 
simply  and  tastefully  decorated,  the  scaffolding  is  removed,  and  the  interior  wood 
finish  can  be  put  in  as  soon  as  funds  are  in  hand.  About  $1,000  will  be  needed 
for  steam  and  gas  supply,  about  $1,500  for  the  cloister,  and  about  $500  for  other 
work.  Without  the  cloister  and  the  heating  apparatus  the  chapel  might  be  used 
in  mild  seasons.  Some  gifts  are  already  promised  for  the  chancel  and  others  are 
solicited. 

Besides  the  chapel,  a  most  pressing  need  is  some  endowment  for  scholarships. 
The  institution  cannot  afford  to  give  a  large  amount  of  reduction  to  pupils.  Its 
regular  charges  are  as  low  as  as  a  prudent  business  management  can  venture  to  go. 
Notwithstanding,  it  has  given  over  $20,000,  in  all,  by  way  of  aid  to  worthy  pupils, 
daughters  of  the  clergy,  and  others.  There  is  a  constant  call  for  such  aid,  a  very 
great  need  of  it.  One  lady  is  now  regularly  sustaining  a  scholarship,  and  perhaps 
there  are  others  who  would  do  so  if  they  knew  how  much  good  might  result.  The 
school,  it  is  thought,  could  afford  to  accept  $300  a  year  as  a  full  scholarship.  A 
gift  of  $5,000  would  endow  one  for  all  time. 

Commending  S.  Mary’s  School  to  the  continued  confidence  and  care  of  the 
Province,  the  Rector  respectfully  submits  this  report  and  these  suggestions.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Simpson,  the  chair  was  authorized 
to  appoint  a  committee  to  take  into  consideration  the  matter  of 
the  Province  undertaking  the  care  and  charge  of  S.  Paul’s  Or¬ 
phanage,  Springfield. 

The  Primus  appointed  as  such  committee:  The  Bishop  of 
Chicago,  The  Rev.  Mr.  Simpson,  The  Rev.  Mr.  Sweet,  Mr.  E.  J. 
Parker  and  Mr.  S.  Corning  Judd. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Springfield,  a  recess  was  taken  to 
half  past  two  o’clock. 

The  Primus  having  resumed  the  chair,  the  Bishop  of  Spring- 
field  extended  an  invitation  to  the  deputies  to  visit  S.  Agatha’s 
School. 

The  Primus  announced  that  it  had  been  his  desire  to  be  re¬ 
lieved  from  his  position  this  session  of  the  Synod,  but  at  the  so¬ 
licitation  of  the  Bishops  he  had  consented  to  retain  the  place 
another  year. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Rudd  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the 
constitution,  and  moved  that  it  be  referred  to  a  committee  to  re¬ 
port  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Synod : 

Resolved^  That  Section  5  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  “  The  Bishop 

of  Chicago  shall  be  the  Primus  of  the  Province.” 

On  nomination  of  the  Bishop  of  Springfield,  the  committee  was 
constituted  as  follows :  The  Primus,  The  Rev.  Mr.  Sweet,  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Rudd,  The  Rev.  Mr.  Davenport,  Mr.  S.  C.  Judd. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Rudd,  the  matter  of  religious  cor¬ 
porations  and  the  tenure  of  church  property  was  referred  to  a 
committee  to  consist  of  laymen  from  the  three  Dioceses,  with 
power  to  bring  the  subject  before  the  next  Legislature,  and  urge 
the  passage  of  such  a  bill  as  will  give  the  desired  relief. 

The  Primus  announced  that  he  would  not  be  able  to  appoint  a 
suitable  committee  till  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Synod. 

The  auditing  committee  presented  the  following  report : 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Pro¬ 
vincial  Synod  and  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy  Fund,  would  respectfully  report 
that  they  have  examined  the  same,  together  with  the  accompanying  vouchers,  and 
find  them  correct.

S.  Paul’s  Orphanage,  Springfield,  a  provincial  institution,  respectfully  report 

That  the  subject  matter  meets  with  their  unqualified  approval,  and  they  there¬ 
fore  recommend  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Provincial  Synod  of  the  Province  of  Illinois  do  hereby  as¬ 
sume  the  Orphanage,  at  present  known  as  S.  Paul’s  Orphanage,  Springfield,  of  the 
Diocese  of  Springfield,  as  a  provincial  institution. 

That  the  Synod  desire  to  place  on  record  their  unanimous  thanks  to  the  Bishop 
of  Springfield  for  his  generous  offer  of  $2,000  as  his  donation  to  the  institution. 

That  on  the  basis  of  the  letters  of  the  Bishops  of  Chicago  and  Springfield,  the 
committee  would  suggest  the  following  considarations ; 

I.  That  a  board  of  Trustees  be  created,  nominated  by  the  Bishops  of  the 
Province,  to  consist  of  three  or  more  members  from  each  Diocese,  each  Bishop  to 
nominate  the  Trustees  from  his  own  Diocese. 
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II.  That  a  local  committee  be  appointed,  consisting  of  one  clergyman  and  two 
laymen,  to  attend  to  the  matter  of  procuring  necessary  articles  of  incorporation. 

III.  That  in  every  parish  and  organized  mission  in  the  province  a  committee 
be  appointed,  by  the  Rector  or  Missionary,  of  one  man  and  two  women,  or  any 
other  agency  he  may  deem  proper,  to  raise  money  for  the  payment  of  the  indebt¬ 
edness,  and  to  assist  in  the  financial  support  of  the  Orphanage. 

IV.  That  the  Rev.  S.  H.  Gurteen,  Rector  of  S.  Paul’s  church,  Springfield,  be 
requested  by  this  Synod  to  organize  and  direct  agencies  for  securing  the  sum  of 
$2,300  in  order  that  we  may  be  able  to  meet  the  terms  of  the  generous  proposition 
of  the  Bishop  of  Springfield. 

V.  That  the  Bishops  of  the  Province  be  the  visitors  of  the  institution. 

VI.  That  the  visitorial  office  of  the  Bishops  include: 

I.  Veto  power  upon  appointments  of  household  officers,  with  reasons  specified 


in  writing. 

2.  Consent  in  borrowing  money  and  encumbering  property. 

3.  Appellate  jurisdiction  in  cases  of  conflict  or  difficulty  between  trustees  and 
household  officers. 

4.  Right  of  entry,  as  a  body,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to  buildings  and  rooms,  and 
of  access  to  the  books  of  the  institution. 

5.  Duty  of  personal  visitation,  as  a  body,  or  a  majority,  biennially. 

6.  Such  provisions  to  be  embodied  in  the  articles  of  incorporation. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Said  committee  was  authorized  to  name  the  Orphanage  and 
incorporate  it. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Davenport  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Provincial  Synod  gratefully  returns  its  thanks  to  the  Rec¬ 
tor  of  S.  Paul’s  Church,  the  ladies  and  others  whose  kind  courtesy  and  hospitality 
we  have  enjoyed  during  this  session  of  the  Synod, 
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On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Rudd,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Provincial  Synod  hereby  requests  the  various  Dioceses  of 
the  Province  to  take  such  action  in  their  several  conventions  as  may  tend  to  in¬ 
creased  offerings  to  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy  Fund.

The  report  of  S.  Mary’s  School  was  read  by  the  Rector 
thereof  as  follows: 
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St.  Mary’s  School,  Kntoxville,  111.,  Monday  in  Easier  Week,  1886. 

To  THE  Reverend  Fathers  and  Brethern  Provincial  Synod  of  Illi- 
jjois: — On  this  eighteenth  anniversary  of  .St.  Mary’s  School  the  I^ector  is 
thankful  to  report  the  satisfactory  condition  of  all  the  interests  with  which  he 
has  the  honor  of  being  charged.  The  attendance  during  the  [last  school  year 
has  been  fullv  up  to  the  highest  heretofore  reached,  though  not  quite  up  to  the 
maxiinuin  capacity  of  the  new  building  A  most  gratifying  condition  of  good 
health,  good  order  and  good  scholarship  has  prevailed.  The  influence  of  the 
Chapel,  used  for  the  first  time  this  vear,  is  already  telt  in  the  increase  of  interest, 
both  in  public  and  private  devotions  within  its  walls,  fl’liere  are  daily  Matins 
and  Evensong,  and  a  weekly  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  all  choral. 
Seven  pupils  have  been  baptised  and  thirteen  confirmed,  in  the  Chapel,  during 
the  school  year.  By  the  aid  of  a  loan  from  the  Knox  estate,  ($1000),  autiiorized 
by  the  trustees,  the  Chapel  has  been  supplied  with  pews,  and  a  stearn-heating 
apparatus  ot  excellent  quality;  by  contributions,  mostly  from  members  of  the 
school,  doors  and  windows  have  been  put  in  (four  of  the  windows  being  very 
fine  memorial  gifts);  a  handsome  and  effective  organ  .is  in  place,  and  a  tempo¬ 
rary  cloister  has  been  built.  'Fhese  improvements  have  been  secured  at  an  out¬ 
lay  of  over  $2  000. 

In  addition  to  this  work  upon  the  Chapel  much  has  been  done  to  improve  the 
grounds,  buildings  and  apparatus.  Two  unsightly  buildings,  near  the  school, 
have  been  purchased  by  the  rector  and  will  be  removed. 

The  needs  of  the  school  now'  are:  (i)  'I'he  payment  of  the  debt  of  $21,000, 
tor  which  the  Knox  estate  will  provide;  (2)  A  permanent  cloister  connecting 
the  main  building  wnth  the  Chapel;  (3)  Altar  and  Chancel  turniture;  (4)  En¬ 
dowment  or  partial  endowment  of  a  few  scholarships,  for  the  aid  of  worthy  girls, 
daughters  of  the  clergy  or  oth^-rs,  who  cannot  afford  to  pav  full  charges.

The  committee  to  which  was  referred  the  matters  pertaining  to  St.  Mary’s 
school,  Knoxville,  respectfully  reports  that  the  condition  of  the  school,  as  shown 
by  the  statement  read  to  the  Synod,  is  such  'as  should  give  great  satisfaction 
to  the  friends  of  church  education  throughout  the  Province  The 
school  has  been  able,  notwithstanding  the  great  disaster  which  betel 
it  in  the  burning  of  its  buildings,  to  increase  its  facilities,  while  main¬ 
taining  the  high  standard  of  scholarship.  The  completion  of  the  Chapel 
so  far  as  bringing  it  into  effective  use,  marks  a  decided  step  in  •advance  in  the 
religious  life  of  the  school.  The  institution  is  such  as  the  Synod  can  con¬ 
fidentially  recommend  to  the  support  and  patrbnage  of  the  churchmen  of  the 
Province. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  school  is  good,  but  might  be  greatly  strength¬ 
ened  if  its  services  to  the  cause  of  Christian  education  were  properly  appreciated. 
The  immediate  and  most  pressing  need  is  for  scholarships  by  the  aid  of  w'hich 
the  benefits  of  the  in.stitution  might  be  extended  to  many  to  whom  they  are 
now  inaccessible.  The  expenses  of  a  school  of  this  class  cannot  be  much  re¬ 
duced  without  liberal  aid .  This  aid  can  be  best  given,  under  existing  circum¬ 
stances,  by  means  of  scholarships,  making  provision  for  at  least  partial  sup- 
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port  of  deserving  pupils.  To  the  daughters  of  the  clergy ,  especially,  such  aid 
would  be  a  great  boon.  All  the  large  educational  institutions  of  the  country, 
have  thus  been  enabled  to  offer  free  education,  or  liberal  aid.  to  worthy  applicants. 
The  church  should  not  be  behind  the  world  in  providing  the  highest  educational 
advantages  tor  all  who  seek  them. 

Your  committee  beg  leave  to  propose  the  following  resolution  for  adoption 
by  the  Synod. 

Resolved.  That  the  Synod,  in  view  ot  the  proved  efficiency  of  St.  Mary’s 
school,  recommends  it  to  the  Church  people  of  the  Province  as  worthy  their 
hearty  support,  and  especially  urges  the  endowment  of  scholarships  by  which 
the  benefits  of  the  school  may  be  extended  to  the  daughters  ot  the  clergy  and 
other  worthy  persons.

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Orphanage  of  the  Holy 
Child,  was  presented  and,  on  motion,  referred  to  a  committee 
consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  Quincy  and  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Davenport,  Rudd  and  Smith. 
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On  motion  the  Primus  appointed  the  Bishop  of  Quincy  and 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Rudd  a  committee  to  ascertain  whether  the 
change  in  the  constitution,  as  to  the  Primus,  had  been  acted  up_ 
on  by  the  several  Dioceses  of  the  Province. 

The  committed  reported  that  favorable  action  had  been  taken 
in  all  the  Dioceses  and  the  change  adopted  and  confirmed. 

The  Rev.  Lloyd  E.  Johnston  was  elected  Treasurer  of  the 
Province,  the  secretary  pro  tern,  having  been  authorized,  by 
motion,  to  cast  the  ballot  of  the  Synod  therefor. 

On  motion  a  recess  was  taken  to  4  o’clock. 

4  p.  M.  The  Primus  called  the  Synod  to  order  and,  on 
motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Davenport,  it  was  ordered  that  the 
balance  of  $9.76,  due  the  retiring  Treasurer,  be  re-imbursed  by 
the  new  Treasurer  so  soon  as  funds  sufficient  are  in  hand. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Sweet  moved  that  a  vote  of  thanks  be 
extended  Mr.  E.  J .  Parker,  late  Treasurer  of  the  Province, 
for  his  faithful  and  efficient  services  in  behalf  of  the  Province. 

Mr.  H.  H.  Candee  arrived  and  the  secretary  pro  tern  vacated 
his  chair  in  his  favor. 

The  Bishop  of  Springfield,  in  behalf  of  the  committee  on  S. 
Mary’s  School,  reported  as  follows: 

The  committee  appointed  to  consider  and  report,  upon  the  subject  of  S. 
Mary’s  School,  Knoxville,  Ill., are  happy  to  state  that  their  duty,  in  the  prem¬ 
ises,  is  a  remarkably  pleasant  office.  They  find  the  school  externally  and  in¬ 
ternally  in  an  admirable  condition.  The  buildings  combine  not  only  the  latest 
improvements,  suggested  by  the  best  experience  of  those  who  have  erected 
similar  structures  all  over  the  land,  but  also  special  adaptations  to  meet  sanitary 
and  economic  ends  which  are,  we  have  reason  to  believe,  peculiar  to  S.  Mary’s 
School.  The  beautiful  Chapel  gives  point  to  the  school  life  of  the  pupils  and 
lifts  it  to  a  higher  plane  than  was  ever  possible  before. 

By  the  blessing  of  God  the  health  of  the  girls  has  been  uniformly  good.  The 
discipline  and  moral  of  the  institution  have  been  creditable,  alike  to  the  principal 
and  his  associates  and  the  scholars.  With  such  elements  of  excellence  in  this 
school, our  only  regret  is  that  the  charges  for  board  and  tuition,  necessary  for  its 
maintenance,  are  so  high  as  to  place  its  advantages  beyond  the  reach  of  our  clergy 
in  the  education  of  their  daughters  for  whose  benefit  we  would  most  gladly 
make  it  subservient.  In  view  of  this  fact  and  the  additional  consideration,  that 
there  are  many  other  deserving  people  whose  circumstances  will  not  permit 
them  to  send  their  daughters  to  S.  Mary’s  school  we  would,  while  commending 
the  institution  without  reserve,  address  ourselves  to  the  one  point  of  urging  the 
securing  endowments  for  scholarships  in  S.  Mary’s  School  with  as  little  delay  as 
possible,  and  therefore  respectfully  suggest  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolu¬ 
tions. 
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Resolved,  That  it  is,  in  the  judgment  ot  the  Provincial  Synod,  of  great  im¬ 
portance  that  S.  Mary’s  School,  Knoxville,  should  be  provided  with  endow¬ 
ments  for  the  free  or  partial  education  ot  the  daughters  of  the  Clergy,  and 
others  as  soon  as  practicable. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  earnestly  recommended  to  the  Parishes,  Missions  and 
Laj'inen,  of  the  Province,  to  labor  for  the  endowment  of  such  scholarships  in 
S.  Mary’s  School. 

Resolved,  That  the  princioal  of  S .  Mary’s  School,  with  two  others  whom  he 
may  call  to  his  aid,  be  appointed  to  prepare  a  plan  for  such  an  endowment  of 
scholarships,  with  an  accompanying  appeal  and  issue  and  circulate  the  same 
throughout  the  Province. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Clergy  and  friends  of  S.  Mary’s 
School  to  use  their  best  endeavors  to  increase  the  patronage  of  the  institution 
by  their  personal  influence,  to  induce  parents  and  guardians  to  send  pupils 
to  its  halls. 

A  memorial  from  the  Rev.  Ingram  N.  W.  Irvine  was  pre¬ 
sented  and,  on  motion,  referred  to  a  committee,  consisting  of 
the  Rev  Dr.  Leffingwell,  Rev.  Mr.  Smith  and  Mr.  Candee. 

The  Bishop  of  Quincy,  on  behalf  of  the  committee  to  whom 
was  referred  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Orphanage  of 
the  Holy  Child,  read  the  following  report: 

'  The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  reports  connected  with  the  Orphan¬ 
age  of  the  Holy  Child,  repectfully  report  that  the  funds  contributed  during  the 
vear  ending  November  I,  1886,  including  $368.81  balance  received  from  the 
kev.S.  H.  Gurteen,  financial  agent,  were  $1,437.55,  and  that  the  disburse¬ 
ments  were  $1,408  63,  leaving  a  balance  of  $28.92.  Since  the  first  of  Novem¬ 
ber,  1886,  to  January  1 1,  1887,  $465 . 18  have  been  received  and  $152.21  have 
been  expended .  The  balance  in  the  treasury  is  341.89. 

The  committee  further  report  that  while  the  institution  is  under  excellent 
management,  being  wisely  and  economically  administered  by  the  trustees,  and 
by  the  house  mother,  there  is  urgent  need  of  a  greater  liberality  on  the  part  of 
the  several  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  Province  in  order  that  necessary  cur¬ 
rent  expenses  may  be  met  and  the  institution  be  carried  on  without  straitness 
financially.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Parishes  and  Missions,  as  well  as 
liberally  disposed  individuals  in  the  Province,  are  not  eflfectually  waken¬ 
ed  to  the  fact  that  the  Orphanage  is  a  Provincial  institution,  that  it  is  without 
endowments  of  any  kind,  that  it  is  entirely  dependent  for  support  upon  the  of¬ 
ferings  of  the  faithful.  The  income  of  the  Orphanage  for  necessary  current 
expenses  should  be  larger,  at  least  $1,800  per  year.  The  number  of  orphans 
connected  with  it  is  16,  all  that  can  be  accommodated.  The  health  of  the  or¬ 
phans  has  been  good .  It  is  highly  desirable  that  funds  be  secured  for  re-ar¬ 
rangement  of  the  building  and  for  repairs.  Your  committee  recommend  the 
following  resolutions  for  adoption  : 

Resolved,  That  one  member  of  the  Synod  be  appointed  to  prepare  a  brief  • 
statement  ot  the  needs  of  the  Orphanage  and  an  appeal  for  funds,  and  that  the 
same  be  printed  in  The  Living  Church  and  in  The  Diocese  of  Chicago. 

Resolved,  That  an  offering  for  the  Orphanage  be  asked  of  all  Parishes  and 
Missions  in  the  Province  on  Christmas  Day  of  each  year. 

Resolved,  That  the  appointment  of  the  Rev.  S.  H.  Gurteen,  as  financial  agent 
of  the  Orphanage  be  terminated  and  that  the  Synod  proceed  to  the  appointment 
of  a  financial  agent  who  shall  have  authority  to  solicit  and  collect  funds  for  the 
Orphanage, 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  make  final  settlement  with  the 
late  financial  agent.  Alex.  Burgess,  Chairman.

Dear  Sir  : — 1  have  the  honor  to  enclose  herewith  the  reports  ot  the  treasurer 
and  house  mother.  Orphanage  of  the  Holy  Child,  for  the  year  ending  Novem¬ 
ber  I,  to  which  reference  is  respectfully  invited. 

The  small  balance  in  the  treasury  and  the  needs  at  this  season  of  the  vear, 
seem  to  make  it  imperative  that  some  practical  measures  should  be  at  once 
adopted  for  putting  the  institution  on  a  better  financial  basis.  The  Rev.  S.  H. 
Gurteen  has  resigned  his  cure  in  this  Diocese  and  has,  I  am  informed,  taken 
his  residence  in  an  other  state,  ^'he  office  of  financial  agent,  therefore,  would 
seem  to  be  vacant.  I f  no  other  name  is  presented  to  tb.e  Synod  I  would  re¬ 
spectfully  request  the  election  of  the  Rev.  F.  W.  4'avlor,  of  St.  Paul’s, 
Springfield,  as  financial  agent.  Pending  a  meeting  of  the  Synod,  I  am  in¬ 
formed  tnat  the  Primus  can  appoint  and,  as  the  case  seems  very  urgent  I 
would  ask  immediate  attention  to  this  maltter.

W.  Edwards  and  C.  E.  Hay  to  fill  the  vacancies  in  the  clerical 
delegation,  which  nominations,  on  mK:ition,  were  confirmed  and, 
the  deputies  being  present,  took  their  seats  in  the  Synod. 

The  Bishop  of  Springfield,  after  a  few  appropriate  remarks, 
offered  the  following  preamble  and  resolution  which,  upon  be¬ 
ing  put  by  the  secretary,  was  adopted  unanimously  b}^  a  rising 
vote. 

Whereas,  We  recall  the  anxiety  with  which  we  oarted  with  our  beloved 
and  respected  Primus,  at  the  breaking  up  of  our  last  Synod,  on  account  of  the 
unsettled  state  of  his  health  and  we  now  meet  him,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  ap¬ 
parently  restored  to  strength  and  vigor  of  bod3^  therefore 

Resolved,  That  we  desire  to  place  on  record  our  gratitude  to  Almighty  God 
for  this  signal  blessing  upon  our  Province  and  our  hearty  welcome  to  our 
Primus  and  congratulations  to  him  upon  his  recovery  and  our  prayer  that  it 
may  be  permanent  and  that  he  may  be  long  spared  to  preside  over  our  de¬ 
liberations,  and  to  act  as  the  Metropolitan  of  our  jurisdiction.

clergy  was  read  and  referred  to  tlie  Auditing  Committee. 

The  Rev.  Dr,  Leffingwell  read  the  report  of  St.  Mary’s 
Scho(d  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  ST.  MARY’S  SCHOOL. 

To  the  Fathers  and  Brethren  of  the  Provincial  Synod; — 

The  Rector  of  St.  Mary’s  School  is  thankful  to  report  a  year  of  prosperity 
and  encouraging  progress.  For  the  first  time  since  the  fire  (January  4th,  1883) 
the  School  is  filled  to  its  utmost  capacity,  the  number  having  increased  from  an 
average  of  85  to  105  pupils  in  the  house.  No  enlargement  is  recommended,  as 
It  is  believed  that  with  largely  increased'  numbers  the  best  results  of  training 
could  not  be  secured.  The  prt  sent  revenue  and  numbers  are  sufficient  to  sus¬ 
tain  all  departments  of  a  liberal  course,  while  not  so  large  as  to  impair  influence 
and  discipline. 

With  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  the  school  has  come  an  increase  of  ad¬ 
vantage  in  th.e  course  of  study.  The  curriculum  of  the  School  has  been  some¬ 
what  extended  both  in  language  and  science.  An  industrial  department  is  in 
course  of  development,  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  teach  girls  several  useful  arts 
bv  means  of  which  they  may  gain  a  livelihood  or  be  of  service  in  domestic  and 
business  affairs. 

Among  the  improvements  needed  and  contemplated  are:  enlargement  of 
the  laboratory  ;  extension  of  the  West  wing  Northward  for  gymnasium;  erection 
of  an  observatory;  Altar  and  Reredos  for  the  Chapel ;  Cloister  connecting  the 
School  building  and  Chapel.  The  observatory  is  to  be  built  in  the  Spring. 
Plans  for  the  Altar  and  Reredos,  and  for  the  Cloister  are  herewith  submitted. 
The  former  will  cost  ^1,200,  and  will  be  paid  for  during  the  year  by  the  School. 
The  Cloister,  as  designed,  ■wdll  cost  $3,000  to  $4,000. 

Ai^ong  the  improvements  accomplished  during  the  year  should  be  noted  the 
purchase  and  removal  of  two  unsightly  buildings  in  the  neighborhood,  at  a  cost 
of  $2,400,  and  the  securing  of  an  abundant  supply  of  pure  water,  at  a  cost  of 
$1,200. 

As  to  the  endowment  of  scholarships,  recommended  by  the  last  Synod,  the 
Rector  is  not  able  to  report  such  progress  as  he  had  hoped.  Acting  under  the 
advice  of  the  resolutions  passed  by  the  Synod,  he  has  invited  the  Rev.  R.  F. 
Sweet  to  act  with  him  as  a  committee  to  inaugurate  the  work,  leaving  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  other  members  of  the  Committee  to  the  Synod.  It  seems  ad¬ 
visable  that  the  members  to  be  appointed  should  be  Churchwomen  who  are  in¬ 
terested  in  the  work  and  who  will  devote  themselves  with  enthusiasm  to  it. 

.The  Committee  has  decided,  with  the  approval  of  the  Synod,  to  begin  the  en¬ 
dowment  of  a  scholarship  to  be  known  as  the  Bishop  Whitehouse  Scholarship, 
for  the  education  of  the  daughters  of  clergymen  serving  within  the  limits  ot 
the  old  Diocese  of  Illinois,  the  amount  of  the  endowment  to  be  $5,000,  which 
will  yield  a  revenue  of  $300  a  year,  enough  to  support  a  pupil.  The  family  ot 
the  late  distinguished  prelate  has  been  consulted,  and  the  cordial  letter  of  Mr. 
W.  F.  Whitehouse  is  herewith  submitted.  The  Rector  has  in  hand  $100 
towards  this  fund,  and  the  work  will  be  prosecuted  with  vigor  under  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  Synod.  C.  W.  LEFFINGWELL,  Rector. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Sweet  the  report  ol  St.  Mary’s 
School  was  referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  one  Bishop 
and  two  clerical  deputies. 
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The  Chair  appointed  as  such  committee  the  Bisliop  of 
Springfield,  the  Rev.  R.  F.  Sweet  and  the  Rev.  F.  W. 
Taylor. 

Mr  C.  E.  Hay,  in  behalf  of  the  special  committee  appointed 
to  make  a  settlement  with  the  Rev.  S.  H.  Gurteen,  financi.d 
agent  of  the  Orphanage  of  the  Holy  Child,  read  the  following 
report:

To  H.  H.  Candee,  Secretary  Provincial  Synod:  Sir: — The  undersi<4ned  were 
appointed  by  a  resolution  of  the  last  Provincial  Synod  “to  make  a  lull  and  fina  1 
settlement” with  the  Rev.  S.  H.  Gurteen,  late  financial  agent.  Orphanage  of  the 
Holy  Child.  In  accordance  with  this  appointment  a  request  was  sent  to  the 
Rev.  S.  H.  Gurteen  January  21st,  1887,  calling  for  the  items  necessary  tor 
your  committee’s  action.  His  reply  to  that  request,  stating  his  reasons  lor  not 
furnishing  the  information  desired,  and  another  letter  to  the  same  effect  are 
hereto  attached.  Up  to  the  present  time  your  committee  have  been  unable  to 
get  from  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gurteen  any  facts  from  which  to  make  an  intelligible  re¬ 
port.  From  a  copy  (made  by  one  of  your  committee)  of  a  report  made  by  the 
Financial  Secretary  to  the  Provnneial  Treasurer  | uly  29th,  1886,  we  obtain  some 
information  of  his  receipts  and  expenditures.  A  copy  of  this  docutnent  made 
at  the  time  of  its  inspection  does  not  include,  however,  either  as  received  or  ex¬ 
pended  the  sum  of  $63.00,  which  seems  to  have  been  drawn  by  the  Secretary 
by  his  indorsement  upon  the  check  which  is  attached  to  this  report. 

Having  no  report  from  the  Rev.  S.  H.  Gurteen,  as  Financial  Secretary,  upon 
which  to  make  a  full  and  final  settlement  of  his  accounts,  vour  committee  regret 
that  they  have  no  recommendation  to  make  to  the  Synod,  and  therefore  respect¬ 
fully  request  to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject.

That  committee  had  evidently  been  active  in  their  efforts  to  perform  the  duty 
laid  on  them  by  the  Synod,  The  statements  made  in  their  report  are  fully 
sustained  by  the  report  of  the  late  Treasurer  by  receipts  and  by  letters.

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  has  heard  the  report  ol  the  Rector  with  profound 
satisfaction  and  gratitude;  that  they  recotjnize  his  generous  management  of  the 
finances  of  the  institution  whereby  the  buildings  and  grounds  are  made  more  at¬ 
tractive  from  year  to  year  and  the  domestic  and  scholastic  advantages  of  the 
school  are  increased  without  calling  upon  the  Province  for  financial  aid. 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  heartily  endorse  the  proposed  improvements  by  the 
Rector  (as  indicated  in  his  report)  of  a  stone  Altar  and  Reredos  for  the  Chapel 
— stone  Cloisters  connecting  Chapel  and  School  building,  and  observatory  for 
the  telescope — a  gymnasium,  and  also  the  still  more  important  feature  of  addi¬ 
tional  advantages  in  the  study  of  language  and  science  and  industrial  arts. 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  recognizes  the  devotion  of  Dr.  Leffingwell  to 
the  Church,  through  the  school,  during  the  period  of  twenty  years,  now  al¬ 
most  completed — in  the  thoroughness  with  which  Christian  education  of  women 
has  been  carried  on  by  him,  and  also  the  promotion  ot  the  material  interests  of 
the  School,  securing  to  the  Province  a  property  now  worth  $100,000,  to  which 
the  Church  has  contributed  only  about  $10,000,  including  aid  extended  tor  re¬ 
building  after  the  fire. 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  hereby  extend  to  Dr.  Leffingwell  their  warmest 
approval  of  his  methods,  both  financial  and  educational,  during  the  long  period 
of  his  administration,  and  renew  in  the  heartiest  manner,  their  expression  of 
confidence,  v.dth  the  hope  that  in  the  providence  of  God  he  may  long  be  spared 
to  carry  on  this  work  so  fruitful  to  the  glory  of  God  and  the  building  up  of  His 
Holy  Church. 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  pledges  itself  to  do  all  in  its  power  to  accomplish 
the  endowment  of  the  proposed  Bishop  Whitehouse  scholarship  for  the  educa¬ 
tion  of  the  daughters  of  the  clergy.  All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

On  motion  the  report  was  received  and  the  resolutions  ap¬ 
pended  thereto  were  adopted  unanimously. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Sprin^rfield  the  Secretary  was 
instructed  to  furnish  a  copy  of  the  report  on  S.  Mary’s  School 
to  the  Living  Church  for  publication. 
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On  motion  the  Rev,  Dr.  Leffinc^well  and  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Sweet  were  appointed  a  committee  to  raise  funds  for  the  en¬ 
dowment  recommended  for  S.  Mrirv’s  School,  to  be  known  as 
“The  Bishop  Whitehouse  Scholarship.” 

On  Motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sweet  it  was  recommended  that 
three  women,  one  from  each  Diocese,  he  appointed  to  act  in 
conjunction  with  the  committee  on  “I'he  Bishop  Whitehouse 
Scholarship.” 

The  committee  on  the  Orphanage  of  the  Holy  Child  reported 
as  tollows: 

The  committee  on  the  Orphnnuge  ot  the  Holv  Child  betj  leave  to  report  that 
they  have  had  before  them  the  reports  of  the  Financial  Agent,  the  Treasurer 
and  the  House  Mother.  They  have  also  had  the  pleasure  of  inspecting  the 
House  and  seeing  the  dear  objects  of  its  care  and  nurture.  We  are  prepared 
frankly  to  acknowledge  that  the  institution  shows  larger  results  and  a  stronger 
hold  on  the  affections  of  the  Church  than  we  had  presumed  possible  at  so  earlv 
a  period  in  its  history,  and  we  are  ei'couraged  to  believe  that  what  its  nearest 
friends  have  hoped  for  may.  ere  long,  prove  a  realitv — that  it  mav  become  a 
great  charity  which  shall  command  the  support  ot  all  the  parishes  of  Illinois 
and  secure,  as  well,  large  testamentary  remembrance. 

The  committee  desire  to  point  out  the  remarkable  economy  which  character¬ 
izes  the  administration  of  the  House.  Only  about  Syoo  in  money  have  been 
expended  during  the  year  in  providing  for  sixteen  orphans.  This  has  been 
practicable  in  consequence  of  the  remarkable  devotion  and  self-denial  of  the 
faithful  women  in  immediate  charge  of  the  orphans,  and  also  by  reason  of  the 
large  number  of  boxes  of  clothing  sent  from  all  parts  of  the  Province,  and  the 
many  gifts  in  kind  provided  bv  the  ladies  of  Springfield;  and  we  would  suggest 
that  special  efforts  be  made  by  our  clergy  to  increase  these  forms  of  aid. 

With  regard  to  the  indebtedness  fin  the  property  amounting  to  about  $2,300, 
the  committee  feel  that  the  time  has  fully  arrived  when  vigorous  measures 
should  be  taken  to  cancel  this  obligation.  The  fact  that  a  part  of  it  is  held  bv 
a  generous  hand,  to  whose  noble  heart  the  Orphanage  owes  its  existence'  ought 
to  stimulate  us  to  immediate  exertion.  We  believe  that  the  personal  efforts  of 
some  one  deeply  interested  ought  to  be  enlisted  in  order  to  practical  results. 

We  would  also  respectfully  suggest  to  the  Bishops  of  the  Province  that  thev 
might  greatly  further  such  efforts  by  reference  to  the  institution  in  their  Diocesan 
addresses 

The  Churchmen  of  Illinois  mav  well  be  urged  to  build  largely  on  this  humble 
foundation  established  under  the  shadow  of  its  noble  capitol,  so  that  in  coming 
years  they  may  point  to  it  as  an  illustration  of  their  devotion  to  Christ’s  poor, 
and  especially  to  those  who  have  suffered  the  sad  loss  of  their  parents. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  F.  M.  S.  Taylor  the  matter  of  tlie 
debt  upon  the  Orphanage  property  was  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  Financial  Agent,  with  the  request  that  he  use  his  best  en¬ 
deavors  to  secure  means  for  the  liquidation  of  the  indebtedness. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Springfield  the  sum  of  two  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  was  ordered  paid  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hutchins  for  the 
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current  vear,  from  the  fund  for  aged  and  infirm  clergy,  and  one 
hundred  dollars  to  the  Rev.  A.  B.  Russell  for  the  same  period, 
and  if  any  balance  remain  in  the  Treasury  after  the  payment  of 
said  sums,  it  shall  be  appropriated  towards  an  endowment  for 
the  aged  and  infirm  clergy  fund. 

The  Bishop  of  Chicago  nominated  Mr.  George  A.  Armour 
as  Trustee  of  the  Orphanage  of  the  Holy  Child  for  three 
years,  from  the  Diocese  of  Chicago. 

The  Bishop  of  Quinc}'  nominated  Mr.  Samuel  H.  Emery  as 
such  Trustee  from  the  Diocese  of  Quincy,  and  the  Bishop  of 
Springfield  nominated  Mr.  Isaac  L.  Morrison  as  such  Trustee 
from  the  Diocese  of  Springfield. 

On  motion  the  above  nominations  were  confirmed  by  the 
election  of  the  persons  named  as  such  Trustees. 

On  motion  the  thanks  of  the  Synod  was  extended  the  ladies 
of  S.  Paul’s  Church  for  the  elegant  lunch  spread  for  its  depu¬ 
ties,  and  to  the  Rector  for  the  use  of  S.  Paul’s  Church  and 
guild  room  and  tor  his  energetic  efforts  in  furnishing  the  excel¬ 
lent  music  given  at  the  opening  services. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  F.  XV.  Taylor  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Synod  was  appointed  to  be  held  in  the  Cathedral  of  SS. 
Peter  and  Paul  at  Chicago,  on  the  Wednesday  next  following 
the  second  Tuesday  of  November,  A.D.  1888. 

After  a  few  collects  the  Primus  pronounced  the  benediction, 
and  the  Ninth  session  of  the  Provincial  Synod  stood  adjourned 
without  day.

The  Bishop  of  Chicago,  the  Primus  of  the  Province,  took 
the  chair  and  called  the  Synod  to  order. 

The  Primus  announced  that  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  ot 
Quincy  was  occasioned  by  the  death  of  his  little  grand¬ 
daughter.

No  other  nominations  being  made  the  ballot  of  the  Synod 
was  cast  for  Mr.  Candee,  and  he  was  declared  duly  elected. 

The  Primus  made  a  short  address  upon  the  Provincial  sys¬ 
tem,  showing  the  growth  of  that  idea  in  the  Church,  together 
with  its  need,  and  expressing  his  firm  belief  in  the  certainly  (.f 
its  ultimate  prevalence  throughout  the  American  Church. 

(Here  the  business  ol  the  Synod  was  suspended  to  permit  its 
members  to  join  in  the  singing  of  the  Litanv  by  tiie  students  of 
the  Theological  Seminary.) 

AYter  the  Litany  the  minutes  ol  the  last  meeting  of  the 
S_\  nod  were  read  and  approved. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Synod  was  presented  and 
referred  to  an  auditing  committee  consisting  of  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Taylor  and  Davidson. 


A  communication  from  the  Rev.  Dr.  Leffingwell  was  read, 
calling  the  attention  of  the  Synf)d  to  the  expiration  of  the 
terms  of  the  Rev.  F.  W.  Taylor  and  Mr.  H.  H.  Candee,  as 

Trustees  of  S.  Mar\  ’s  School,  and,  on  the  nomination  of  the 
Bishop  of  Spiingfield,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Taylor  and  Mr.  Candee 
were  made  their  own  successors. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy 
Fund  was  presented  and  referred  to  the  Auditing  Committee. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Leffingwell,  Rector  of  S.  Mary’s  School, 
Knoxville,  presented  and  read  the  report  of  that  School  as 
follows : 


Reverend  Fathers  and  Brethren: — 

Our  Provincial  School  for  Girls  attained  its  majority  in  April  last.  Its 
twenty -first  year  was  the  most  successful  and  satisfactory  of  all.  The  number 
of  resident  pupils  was  over  one  hundred,  and  twelve  pupils  were  graduated. 
The  Rector  was  able  to  report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  in  June  last,  the  com- 
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pletion  of  the  Observatory  and  the  mounting  of  a  six-inch  Clark  &  Sons  tele¬ 
scope;  the  extension  of  gas  works  to  the  grounds  and  Chapel,  and  the  erection 
of  a  North  wing  40x40  feet  and  two  stories  high,  all  at  a  cost  of  over  $5,000. 
For  this  work  no  contributions  were  asked.  A  beautiful  Altar  and  Reredos, 
and  a  marble  Font  have  lately  been  placed  in  the  Chapel  by  the  teaclwrs  and 
pupils.  It  is  hoped  that  after  another  prosperovis  year  the  stone  Cloister  can  be 
built,  so  much  needed  to  complete  the  architectural  beauty  ot  the  Hall  and 
Chapel . 

Little  progress  can  be  reported  in  the  raising  of  the  scholarship  fund,  and  no 
very  systematic  work  has  been  done  in  furtherance  of  it.  The  general  appeals 
that  have  been  made  have  not  met  with  encouragement.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
clergy  for  whose  sole  benefit  the  scholarship  is  proposed,  wfill  be  interested  in  se¬ 
curing  this  first  endowment  for  St.  Mary’s.  It  is  admitted  to  be  not  a  pressing 
need,  so  far  as  the  School  is  concerned,  under  the  present  management,  but  it  is 
a  pressing  need  tor  the  aid  of  clergymen’s  daughters.  The  founding  of  the 
scholarship  would  also  be  encouraging  to  those  who  are  giving  the  best  years  of 
life  to  build  up  this  school  and  make  it  worthy  of  its  name  and  position.

To  the  Rt.  Rev.  President  and  Board  ot  Trustees:  Gentlemen; — 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  our  fourth  annual  report.  The  results 
of  your  kind  interest  in  us  is  most  gratifying,  as  shown  in  the  large  amount  of 
supplies  received  by  us  during  the  past  year.  Everything  needed  for  our  sus¬ 
tenance  and  comfort  has  been  provided. 

General  health  of  the  children  good,  excepting  our  invalid  girl,  whom  we 
think  is  failing.  During  the  year  we  had  four  cases  of  chicken  pox  and  three 
of  mumps. 

Two  children  admitted,  one  from  St.  John’s  Mission,  the  other  from  Rock 
Island,  both  full  orphans.  Number  of  children  at  present,  sixteen. 

Ten  children  attend  the  public  schools.  Through  the  kindness  of  Mr. 
Charles  E.  Hay,  books  and  all  necessary  articles  are  provided  by  the  School 
Board.  One  child  was  confirmed  last  Spring. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  their  kindness  in  giving  me  a 
leave  of  absence.  Sister  Julia  Kowolski  is  now  in  charge,  a  lady  of  a  kind, 
cheerful  disposition.  I  am  pleased  to  ask  for  her  the  same  kind  interest  and  as¬ 
sistance  that  has  hitherto  been  extended  to  me. 

Many  blessings  have  been  showered  upon  us  and  the  Orphanage  during  the 
past  seven  years  and  six  months.  With  sincere  thanks  to  our  Heavenly 
Father,  and  an  appreciation  of  your  kindness,  I  remain.  Yours  respectfully,

With  respect  I  submit  to  you  the  record  of  the  past  year.  The  Orphanage 
was  under  the  management  of  Sister  Julia  Kovvolski  for  six  months,  the  Exec¬ 
utive  Committee  kindly  giving  me  a  leave  of  absence  for  that  length  of  time. 

Our  dear  invalid  girl,  Sarah  Kerr,  has  left  the  Orphanage  tor  a  home  in  Par¬ 
adise.  She  came  to  us  in  December,  1881 ;  was  soon  after  baptised  by  the  Rev. 
E,  A.  Larrabee,  and  confirmed  by  tbe  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Seymour;  was  faith¬ 
ful  in  her  duties,  and  much  loved  by  us  all.  She  was  a  great  sufferer,  had 
been  so  for  several  years.  .  | 

Ttiree  children  have  been  received,  six  have  been  dismissed.  Present  num¬ 
ber,  12.  The  children  enjoy  good  health.  One  of  the  girls  is  a  member  of 
the  junior  class  in  the  High  School.  Seven  attend  the  Edwards  public  school. 

We  are  indebted  to  our  Chaplain,  the  Rev.  F.  W.  Taylor,  for  care  and  kind 
attention;  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  their  constant  and  thoughtful  kind¬ 
ness  to  us;  to  our  Bishop  for  the  truly  hearty  interest  he  takes  in  the  welfare 
of  this’ institution,  and  to  Bishop  McLaren  for  his  kind,  sympathetic  appeals  in 
our  behalf;  to  Dr.  Dresser  and  Dr.  Davis,  dentist,  for  services  free  of  charge. 

The  ladies  of  St.  Paul’s  Church  and  Christ  Church  have  done  much  for  us.

The  Rev.  John  Wilkinson  and  the  Rev.  Sidney  G.  Jeffords  were  present  as 
visiting  clergymen, 

A  quorum  being  present  the  Primus  announced  the  next 
order  the  election  of  a  Secretar}’. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Rudd  placed  in  nomination  H.  H.  Candee, 
and  moved  that  the  ballot  of  the  Synod  be  cast  for  him.

The  Primus  announced  that  he  had  nothing  special  to  bring 
before  the  Synod,  but  made  a  strong  address  in  favor  of  the 
Provincial  idea  and  in  support  of  its  adaptability  to  the  condi¬ 
tions  of  the  American  Church. 


The  report  of  the  Treasurer  was  presented  and  referred  to 
an  Auditing  Committee  consisting  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Fulton  and 
Mr.  Cowan. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Leflingwell,  Rector  of  S.  Mary’s  School, 
Knoxville,  read  his  report  of  that  institution,  as  follows: 


REPORT  OF  S.  MARY’S  SCHOOL. 

Rev.  Fathers  and  Brethren: 

On  behalf  of  the  Trustees,  officers  and  teachers  of  S.  Mary’s  School,  the 
Rector  extends  a  hearty  welcome,  while  he  ventures  to  hope  that  the  institution 
will  be  found  more  worthy  than  ever  of  the  position  which  it  holds  as  the  Pro¬ 
vincial  School.  Each  Diocese  of  the  Province  is  well  represented  here;  the 
school  also  numbers  among  its  patrons  Churchmen  from  many  other  Dioceses 
and  families  of  other  communions.  The  Church  teaching.*  and  devotional  ex¬ 
ercises  are  the  same  for  all.  The  influence  of  the  Church  forwards  the  school 
life,  powerful  for  good  in  the  general  order  and  discipline,  as  well  as  in  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  individual  character.  The  Font  and  the  Altar  hold  here  their 
rightlul  place,  teaching  that  through  the  Sacraments  of  the  Gospel  are  derived 
the  beginning  and  continuing  forces  for  the  education  of  the  “the  perfect  w'oman 
nobly  "planned.”  By  daily  prayers  and  weekly  Eucharist,  and  due  observance  of 
Fast  and  Festival,  the  work  of  the  school  is  hallowed  and  blest. 

To  provide  a  pleasant  and  sheltered  approach  to  the  Chapel,  during  the  past 
summer  a  stone  Cloister  has  been  erected  at  a  cost  of  $3,000.  The  Rector*  will 
present  this  to  the  Piovince  through  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  the  next  tr  eeting. 
He  desires  to  make  this  Cloister  a  memorial  to  the  first  Vice  Principal  and  the 
first  Matron  of  the  School,  who  have  rendered  faithful  service  from  the  day  of 
its  opening,  and  still  are  spared  to  continue  their  work  with  unabated  efficiency. 
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The  Rector  is  thankful  to  report  the  continued  prosperity  of  the  institutioti . 
The  utmost  capacity  of  the  house  has  been  reached  in  the  reception  ot  iio 
pupils,  while  several  applicants  are  still  waiting  tor  admission  when  vacancies 
shall  occur. 

Little  progress  has  been  made  in  the  collection  of  funds  for  the  endowment 
of  the  Bishop  Whitehouse  Scholarship,  and  it  must  be  contessed  there  seems  to 
belittle  encouragement  to  make  efforts  in  this  direction. 

If  “all  things  come  to  those  who  wait,”  endowment  will  come  to  St.  Mary’s, 
though  perhaps  not  in  our  day.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Davidson,  of  the  same  committee,  reported 
that  acting  under  the  impression  that  each  member  of  the 
committee  should  look  especially  after  his  own  Diocese,  he  had 
had  circulars  and  appeals  printed  and  sent  them  thri  ughout  the 
Diocese  of  Quincy.  This  had  secured  some  mone}’,  but  he  wtis 
not  able  to  report  the  amount .

On  motion,  the  committee  on  soliciting  funds  for  the  Orphan¬ 
age  debt  was  continued. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Taylor  read  the  report  of  the  House  Mother  of 
the  Orphanage  of  the  Holy  Child,  moved  its  reference  to  the 
Auditing  Committee,  and  it  was  so  referred. 

The  Secretary  announced  the  expiration  ot  the  term  of  office 
of  three  members  (one  from  each  Diocese)  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Orphanage. 

The  Bishop  of  Chicago  nominated  Mr.  James  K.  Edsall;the 
Bishop  of  Quincy  nominated  Mr.  Charles  E.  Chandler,  and 
the  Bishop  of  Springfield  nominated  Mr.  Henry  Stryker,  Jr.,  as 
Trustees  of  the  Orphanage  of  the  Holy  Child,  Springfield,  for 
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the  term  of  three  years,  and,  on  motion,  the  same  were  duly 
elected . 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Taylor  moved  that  the  committee  on  the  Or¬ 
phanage  debt  be  requested  to  present  the  question  of  said  debt 
before  their  respective  Conventions  or  Synods,  and  that  one 
layman  from  each  Diocese  be  added  to  the  committee. 

Pending  the  discussion  upon  the  foregoing  motion  action 
thereupon  was  postponed  and  a  recess  taken  till  2:30  o’clock.

To  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishops  of  the  Province  of  Illinois  and  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees .  Gentlemen  : — 

Last  year  we  reported  the  death  of  one  of  our  children.  This  year  a  lady, 
Miss  Moss,  died  last  March.  She  faithtully  discharged  the  duties  of  an  assist¬ 
ant,  having  for  nearly  eight  years  the  charge  of  the  sewing  department.  She  is 
now  at  rest,  awaiting,  we  believe,  a  joyful  resurrection. 

Since  our  last  report  we  have  received  five  children  and  dismissed  three. 
Total  number,  15  girls.  Eleven  attend  school  regularly,  books  being  provided 
by  the  Superintendent  of  the  School  Board,  through  the  kindness  of  Mr. 
Charles  E.  Hay.  One  girl  does  the  cooking  and  baking,  the  other  helps  with 
the  general  work.  Two  are  little  ones.  All  enjoy  the  blessing  of  good  health. 

We  have  been  well  remembered  by  our  Springfield  friends.  The  boxes  and 
packages  received  from  friends  in  the  Province  and  elsewhere  have  been  quite 
numerous,  and  in  some  instances  were  generously  large.  It  is  impossible  to 
give  an  estirnate  of  the  monied  value  of  these  gifts,  they  are  of  untold  assist¬ 
ance.  Our  home  could  not  well  be  sustained  without  them.  Through  the 
kindness  of  our  Chaplain,  an  acknowledgement  in  detail  is  now  stated  in  the 
Diocese  of  Springfield,  a  copy  of  which  is  sent  to  the  friends  from  whom  the 
donations  are  received. 

The  Ladies  Orphanage  Committee  have  done  a  great  deal  of  much  needed 
repairing  on  the  house.

The  motion  of  The  Rev.  Dr.  Taylor,  which  had  been  post¬ 
poned  till  after  recess,  was  taken  up  and  adopted, 

Mr.  J.  M.  Banks,  of  Chicago;  Mr.  E.  J.  Parker,  of  Quincy, 
and  Mr.  Charles  Catlin,  of  Jacksonville,  were  appointed  the 
lay  members  of  the  committee  on  the  Orphanage  debt. 

The  Rev  L.  E.  Johnston  was  nominated  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Taylor  as  Treasurer  of  the  Province,  and  on  motion  the  ballot 
of  the  Synod  was  cast  for  Rev.  Mr.  Johnston,  and  he  was  de¬ 
clared  duly  elected. 

On  the  motion  of  Bishop  Burgess  the  Synod  proceeded  to 
the  nomination  of  two  Trustees  of  S.  Mary’s  School,  Knox¬ 
ville,  whereupon  Mr.  R.  F,  Newcomb  and  Mr.  W.  N.  Phillips 
were  nominated  to  the  corporation  of  S.  Mary’s  School  lor 
Trustees  thereof. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Davenport  moved  that  a  committee  of  three 
clergymen  (one  from  each  Diocese)  be  appointed  to  report  upon 
the  Provincial  system  in  all  its  bearings  and  relations,  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Synod. 

The  motion  prevailed,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Little,  of  the  Dio¬ 
cese  of  Chicago;  the  Rev.  Dr.  Leffingwell,  of  the  Diocese  of 
Quincy,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Davenport,  of  the  Diocese  of 
Springfield,  were  appointed  as  such  committee. 

On  motion  of  Bishop  Seymour,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Aged 
and  Infirm  Clergy  Fund  was  instructed  to  pay  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Hutchins  $200  and  the  Rev.  A.  B.  Russell  $100  from  any 
moneys  he  may  have  belonging  to  that  fund. 

On  motion  of  Bishop  Seymour  the  Synod  expressed  to  Dr. 
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and  Mrs  Leffingwell  its  most  cordial  thanks  for  the  generous 
and  very  delightful  hospitality  extended  its  Deputies  on  this  oc¬ 
casion. 

On  the  invitation  of  the  Bishop  of  Springfield  the  next  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Synod  was  appointed  to  be  held  in  the  city  ot  Spring- 
field  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  November,  A.  D.  1891. 

Mr.  Candee  brought  before  the  Synod  the  matter  of  the 
tenure  of  Church  property  in  obedience  to  a  resolution  of  the 
Diocese  of  Springfield. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Taylor  moved  that  a  committee  be  appointed 
to  procure  necessary  legislation  in  the  matter  of  Church 
property. 

The  motion  prevailed  and  the  Rev.  D.  Taylor  was  appointed 
on  such  committee,  with  power  to  name  other  members  and 
procure  any  assistance  he  may  need  or  deem  proper. 

On  motion  of  Bishop  Burgess,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  two  clergymen  and  two  laymen  be  appointed 
by  the  Primus  to  report  some  plan  of  a  Provincial  Fund  for  the  relief  of  aged 
and  infirm  clergy. 

The  Bishop  of  Quincy,  the  Rev.  V.  H.  Webb,  Mr.  A.  W. 
Cowan  and  Mr.  S.  W.  Grubb  were  appointed  as  such  com¬ 
mittee  . 

On  motion  ot  the  Bishop  of  Springfield,  five  hundred  copies 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Synod  were  ordered  printed. 

The  minutes  were  then  read  and,  on  motion,  approved. 

On  motion  adjourned.
